While I’m not going to ‘go all in’ to either WikiTree or Crawford research, I do plan to work on 


both. Below are my goals for 2023: 


e Continue to use the TreeShare feature of RootsMagic to upload people, events and 
sources to my Ancestry tree. 
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Go thru my grandparents thru my 3rd great grandparents and make sure that any 
unique sources, photos or documents that I have are uploaded to FamilySearch. 
Compare a narrative report for grandparents thru my 3rd great grandparents to the 
profile on WikiTree and add any additional information and sources to the WikiTree 
profile. 

Fill in the ‘blanks’ on my family tree on WikiTree by linking to existing profiles — OR — 
Create a profile on WikiTree for any of my ancestors that do not exist 

Update the research of my 4th great grandparents, including their profiles on 
FamilySearch and WikiTree. 

Create a free-space page on WikiTree to ‘catalog’ the Crawford related blog posts to 
share with the Crawford Name Study

e The number of people in my file is NOT the number of people in my tree. I have people 
in my file who are not connected to my ancestral tree. In fact, I have quite a few floating 
trees of people that don’t connect to my ancestral tree (yet). 

o This helps me document the various men named James Crawford and their 
descendants who lived in the same area of Kentucky and Ohio as my ancestor, 
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James Crawford. 
o This helps me document that I do NOT descend from another line such as the 
Alexander and Mary (McPheeters) Crawford line. 
e While I hope that the number of sources, citations and media items grows as I progress 
in my research, cleaning up my RootsMagic file might result in a decreasing number of 
those items.

Ancestry DNA Matches 


When I first tested my DNA, I loved to watch the numbers grow. However, I now have more 


matches on Ancestry than I can ever document. 


The 8 BOTH matches for my mom are easily explained since I have several first cousins who 
have tested. Thus, they would show up matching both her maternal and her paternal side. 
However, the 3 and 4 BOTH matches for my brothers are a little harder to explain. However, 
these mysterious BOTH matches are distant cousins. Since my tree is deeply colonial, it is 
possible that we could have common ancestors from both sides of my tree. Unfortunately, 


these mysterious BOTH matches do not have trees of their own to help figure out the mystery. 


yDNA Matches 


While the autosomal DNA results are interesting, they've primarily helped to support what 
I’ve learned over the years from the paper trail. When it comes to breaking down brick walls, 
I’ve been hoping that yDNA testing would help find James Crawford’s father. Thus, I have 
sponsored three BigY tests on FamilyTree DNA.

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yDNA Mystery

Do you ever feel like DNA results are adding to a problem versus helping solve a problem? 
Well, that’s how I feel after the BigY results came back for my fourth cousin. I was hoping that 
his results might help connect our James Crawford line to descendants of James (and Martha 
Knight) Crawford or James (and Rebecca Anderson) Crawford. 


Instead, my 4th cousin ended up in his own haplogroup. The Time Tree shows the three of us 
in the R-FT369906 haplogroup (orange icon). 
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The BigY tree shows our segment of the tree in a different way. 
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While I don’t know how the Edward Crawford lines might connect, paper research strongly 
suggests a relationship between my James Crawford lines and the other James Crawford 


lines. Below is a diagram of the various lines.

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Everything I’ve read about yDNA and mutations, the results would suggests that to find a 
common ancestor between my brothers and my 4th cousin, one would have to go further back 


in our line. So what could explain a recent germline mutation? 


My theory is that the yDNA mutation occurred between my 2nd great grandfather, 
Washington Marin Crawford and his son, Judson Foster Crawford. This theory is based on 
the fact that Washington Marion Crawford was captured and spent time in prisoner of war 
camps, including Andersonville, during the civil war. While I haven’t been able to locate any 
research supporting this theory, I did come across an article supporting the possibility: Civil 


War Data Reveals that Trauma Can Be Passed on to Sons. 


While I have a theory that might explain the mutation between my brothers and my 4th 
cousin, I don’t have a theory to explain why our James Crawford branch is separate from the 
other James Crawford branches. Since I have to go back to at least the 9th generation to 
identify a common ancestor, this does fit with the Time Tree which estimates a common 


ancestor between 1500 and 1770. 


Thus, the mystery of my James Crawford ancestors still exists.

One of those is a deed where Jesse Hopkins and his wife, Elizabeth sells land to John Reed. 
The land the Hopkins are selling is part of the estate of Elizabeth’s father, John Rogers. After 
the death of John Rogers, Elizabeth’s mother married John Reed. Thus, John Reed is 


purchasing one of the children’s share of John Rogers’ land.

Have you ever used deeds to piece together a family? In my post, Reece or Reed, I discuss the 
marriage record for Mary Rogers who married John Reece or Reed. My primary argument 
that this is a REED marriage involves the place. The marriage took place in Jennings county, 


Indiana where the Reed family lived while the Reece family lived in Ohio. 


The book, History of Clinton County, Indiana, contains a biography for John Reed. (see post 
Reed of Clinton County) Based on the Reed and Ricketts biographies, one might conclude 
that the marriage record is not for the same John Reed since the biographies indicate that 
John’s wife was Mary Buckles. However, the John Ricketts biography indicates that Orilda 
Reed’s mother (Mary Buckles) was 


9 9 first married to John H. Rodgers, who was born January 3, 1787 and died 


December 2, 1821, and she then married Mr. Reed 


Thus, the biography provides support for the argument that the marriage record was between 


Mary Buckles Rogers and John Reed. 


A group of deeds in Jennings County can be used to build a family unit. Several of the land 
descriptions are for an “undivided one fifth part” suggesting that the land was divided 


between five people: 


¢ Ann Rogers — and Edward Earl her husband 
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e Samuel Rogers 
e Mary Rogers and Charles Elias Deputy her husband 
e Elizabeth Rogers and Jesse Hopkins her husband 
e James Rogers 


Viewed as a group, these deeds reveal that John Reed, the step-father, purchased each 1/5th 


from the child. Once he owned all of a plot of land, he then sold parcels to some of the 


children. 


The first of these transactions occurred in 1831 when Samuel Rogers sold his share for $90.

The year was 1717. Johannes Broil had just come to America from Alsace, 


Germany. 
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He located in Germanna Colony in Virginia and he started a line of 
descendants that changed the name of Broil to Broyles, then Broles, and 
finally to Briles. 

Nelson Briles, Ottawa RFD 2, is one of those descendants. Briles lives on a 
small farm east of Ottawa on K-68. 

It’s a farm that doesn’t seem to have changed much in the times it has been 
passed down through the generations from Grandfather John Broyles, to 
Father William C. Briles to Mother Mary Elizabeth Briles and finally to 
Nelson Briles. 

The acreage has changed little since the first Briles occupied it, the farm 
buildings remain in primarily the same position as they were originally 
built and the crops have changed little, too. 

John Broyles migrated from North Carolina to Missouri in 1847 and from 
there came to Kansas in 1863. 

He was 48 years of age when he purchased the land now farmed by his 
grandson, Nelson Briles. He purchased 120 acres from Alexander Wilson 
at a cost of $500. 

Briles believes that the U.S. government signed a treaty with the Indians 
in 1854 in which the land became the property of the government. In that 
year the land was sold to the settlers. 

The 120 acres purchased by John Broyles passed through many hands in 
the years 1858 to 1863 when he purchased it. 

Broyles added another 25 acres tot he 120 when he purchased a piece of 
land from a man called Adkins. Broyles wanted timber to burn for wood. 
He lost an acres, however, when he donated one acre to the community to 
erect a schoolhouse. The school was called Briles school. 

When Broyles son, William Briles inherited the land, he tore down the 
original house and in 1900 built the house that with a few additions, 
stands today. 

William Briles added an additional 15 acres to the tract purchasing 15 
acres adjoining the timber Broyles had purchased. 

William’s two sons Clarence and Nelson attended Briles School and 
occasionally William and his wife Mary Elizabeth would treat the school 


children. 
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There were geese in the front yard. A little cedar was planted. An orchard 
provided fruit. Flas was grown to pay for the new house. 
The maples thrived until the wind took them down. Part of the elms 
succumbed to Dutch elm disease. 
The old kerosene lamps, the Aladdin lamps and the gasoline lights 
provided light until electricity replaced them. 
William Briles died. His wife Mary Elizabeth farmed the land for a short 
time with the help of her son Nelson and when she died he inherited the 
land. 
The farm now consists of 117 1/2 acres. Corn, wheat, milo and soybeans 
are grown. A herd of 40 cows and calves graze on the native pasture. 
Nelson Briles farms the land now but he says he is the last of his family 
with the Briles name. His niece, Lou Ann Lindsey, is the next in line to get 


the farm, he says. That is if inflation doesn’t make him sell it first.

Do you use WikiTree? Do you have an ‘easy button’ to help you quickly add information to a 


profile for an ancestor? As I’m learning more about WikiTree, I want such a button. 


I’ve figured out that I can use RootsMagic’s narrative report as my ‘easy button’. However, the 
Microsoft Word document needs some TLC to make it easier to copy/paste the biography and 


sources into a WikiTree profile. 


First the superscripts for the endnotes need converted to brackets. Fortunately, I found 
directions on how to do this using the REPLACE feature on MS Word on StackExchange. 


While the directions are relatively easy to follow, they use features that I’ve never used before. 
Clicking MORE on the FIND and REPLACE window reveals some additional features. Using 
the FORMAT button on the replace window, it is possible to ‘find’ based on the formatting. 
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Telling the computer what to replace the superscript with is a multi-step process. The first 


step is to input the text to use for the replacement. For my purposes, I want to replace the 


superscripted numbers with those same numbers in brackets. This is accomplished by using . 


Since I want a space after the period and prior to the bracketed numbers, I’m including that 


space. Thus, I type the in the ‘replace with’ blank on the Find and Replace window. 
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The next step is to make sure the numbers are not superscripted or subscripted. Thus, the 


FORMAT FONT window is used to make sure the squares in front of ‘superscript’ and 


‘subscript’ are blank. This is accomplished by double clicking on the box by Superscript. 
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The next step is to set the STYLE to normal. To do this, the FORMAT window is used, but 


instead of picking FONT, STYLE is selected from the menu. 
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Scrolling down the ‘REPLACE WITH STYLE list, I select NORMAL.

Before copying and pasting the report into WikiTree, there is one other change that I want to 


make to the file. While the report appears to have some blank space between each endnote, 


that spacing disappears when copied/pasted into WikiTree. Since I like that ‘white space’, I 


want to modify the file so that there is ‘white space’ when copied/pasted. The easiest way I 
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know of doing this is to highlight the endnotes and then replace the paragraph mark with two 


paragraph marks. 


Thus, I use the SPECIAL button on the Find and Replace window.

Do you try to share your genealogy research across multiple platforms? Around the time I 
started working on my research full time, (i.e. after retirement), I heard several genealogists 
discuss ‘cousin bait’. The point of ‘cousin bait’ is to share one’s research on a variety of 


platforms in hopes of connecting with cousins. 


While I have had a tree on Ancestry for quite some time along with a web site, I didn’t have 
my data on many other genealogy sites. With DNA, however, I found myself transferring my 
DNA to other sites. Since DNA isn’t very helpful without an associated tree, I also used 


gedcom to transfer my research to the DNA sites. 


Thus, when I learned of WikTtree, I expected to be able to upload a gedcom file. While my 
initial attempt was not successful, I must have been able to upload a smaller file and make it 
thru the comparison process. However, at this point I wish that I had created my ancestors 
one by one versus using a gedcom file. While this process created quite a few profiles, I’ve 


encountered the following issues: 


¢ I never learned how to edit or create a biography or sources. 

e Because my computer program was used to create the gedcom, there were links in the 
sources to documents on my hard drive. While those links work on my computer, they 
do not work on WikiTree. Thus, the profiles have errors. 

¢ The profiles are ugly. 

e The sources are messy.

When I first looked at my pages of suggestions, I had no idea what a ‘missing span anchor’ 
was and was somewhat overwhelmed when it said “Difficulty: Advanced”. Since I consider 
myself a NOVICE when it comes to working in WikiTree, I had no idea what the error was or 
how to fix it. I did find a couple of discussions on the ‘WikiTree G2G*‘ site that helped me 
understand the cause of the error. 


e What is meant by, “missing span anchors” in a suggestion report for a profile? 
e Missing Span Anchors? 


Both of these discussions indicated that a GEDCOM upload was the cause of the error. They 
also discussed solutions. However, this NOVICE user hasn’t figured out how the code for 


spans works in a profile. Thus, ‘fixing’ these errors is definitely at the advanced level for 
difficulty. 


Since I don’t like the idea of ‘errors’ being associated with my work, I have a lot of cleaning up 
to do. While simply removing the offending span reference might be the easiest way to fix 
these errors, that does not make the biography more readable. Nor does it help with the 
sources. The easiest way I’ve found to fix all of these issues is to utilize the narrative reports 


from RootsMagic to create the biography and list of sources.

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Using the narrative reports from RootsMagic not only helps me clean up the profiles on 
WikiTree but it also is causing me to clean up errors in RootsMagic. While I should be 
embedding the sources as I fix these profiles, I am just concentrating on getting the profiles 


corrected for now.

anything to future proof your work? 


I’ve shared my research in a variety of ways over the years. In the past, this has included 
creating printed versions to share with local genealogy societies and uploading a gedcom to 


FamilySearch and other sites. I’ve also maintained a public tree on Ancestry. 


During the past few years, I’ve been sharing a lot of my research on this blog. One of my 2022 
goals was to get ‘print outs’ of my blog posts to help preserve those posts for the future. 
Thanks to comments made by Linda Stufflebeam pointing me to the Blog2Print site, I’m 


going to achieve this goal. 


While this ‘preserves’ my blog in the form of PDF files, those files are not preserved unless I 
share them elsewhere. One place I hope to share those files is on Archive.org. The first PDF 
file, Heartland Genealogy 2013 2016, appears to have an issue with the upload. It is accessible 
by downloading, but not viewable on the site. However, the 2017-2018 file uploaded and is 


viewable. Thus, I will continue working to upload the PDF files created from my blog. 


I’ve also been challenged to share my posts about my Crawford research on WikiTree as part 
of the Crawford One Name Study. Since linking to my existing posts will only be valid during 
my lifetime, that technique will not ‘future proof sharing the posts on WikiTree. Thus, a need 
for a way to preserve each post. That’s when I found directions for Using the Wayback 
Machine to Archive WordPress. Help pages on the Internet Archive also include directions to 


‘Save Pages in the Wayback Machine‘. 
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Thanks to these directions, I’ve started indexing my blog on a free spaces page called 


Heartland Genealogy.

In my post, Killed in Plane Crash, I shared some clippings from unknown papers regarding 
the death of C. Clay Crawford in a plane crash in March 1991. A reader suggested that they 
might be able to locate the paper. 
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Thinking that the article might be from a Pueblo Colorado newspaper, I checked the archives 
of The Pueblo Chieftain and located three articles about C. Clay Crawford.

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Death comes in explosive crash

WIDEFIELD — United Airlines Flight 585 ended here Sunday morning in 


a fireball explosion that killed its 20 passengers and five crew members. 


The plane that nose-dived into Widefield Community Park about 9:55 a.m. 
narrowly missed an apartment complex and homes in a residential area. 
An 8-year-old girl standing in her apartment was knocked to the ground 


by the impact of the crash, but that was the only injury on the ground. 


The twin-engine Boeing 737-200 was making a southern approach to the 
Colorado Springs Municipal Airport when it slammed into the narrow 
park, leaving only charred grass and unrecognizable pieces of planes and 


body parts. 


A twisted scrap of burned fuselage with the airlines’ red, white and blue 
logo, a tire and an engine were the biggest pieces of the plane scattered 


over the five-acre site. 


The biggest part of the plane was partially buried in a crater — about 15 
to 20 feet deep, said Louis Mathews, an emergency medical technician at 


the Security Fire Department. 


Ejight-year-old Michelle Summerson, who lives in the Widefield Apartment 
Complex about 100 yards from the accident, was thrown backward from 
the doorway where she was standing. Her head was slightly bruised. She 
was treated for the injury and released, according to a spokeswoman for 


Memorial Hospital. 


Among the known dead were Puebloans Clay and Jo Crawford. Crawford 
was formerly the presi dent of CF&I Steel Corp. 
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The names of the plane’s 20 passengers were not released Sunday night. 
United is expected to release the passenger and flight crew list this 
morning, according to Sgt. Dean Kelsey of the El Paso County Sheriff's 


Department. 


Colorado Springs residents known to have been on the flight include three 
employees of the U.S. Olympic Committee, according to Mike Moran, a 


spokesman for the committee. 


They were Dr. Peter J. van Handel, 45, a senior sports physiologist; Dr. 
Andrezj J. Komor, 39, a sports biochemist; and Dan Birknoltz, a cycling 


development coach and coordinator. 


The plane’s pilot and co-pilot were from San Francisco. The three flight 


attendants were from the New York City area. 


Speaking for United, Kelsey said, the relatives of the passengers were 


being housed by the airline at the Red Lion Inn in Colorado Springs. 


Authorities at Stapleton International Airport in Denver, the plane’s last 
stop before the crash, set up a lounge where relatives of passengers could 


go for information and comfort, said airport official Richard Boulware. 


Before arriving in Denver, the plane had stopped in Moline, Ill. The stop 


before that was Peoria, Ill. 


As relatives and friends absorbed the news, the crash site — about 2 acres 
in size — was the focus of work by firefighters, sheriff's deputies, Colorado 


State Patrol troopers, spectators and media. 


While there were no official reports of the cause of the plane crash, 
witnesses and officials speculated that the pilot avoided hitting the 


apartment complex and the nearby residential area by skill — or luck. 


“It was either one of those,” Kelsey said. 
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Mathews said it “looks like the plane came straight down.” 


“Tt looks like the aircraft went in at a straight angle,” he said. “It looks like 


there are parts in the ground.” 


Mathews said emergency crews arrived to find a “large amount of fire,” 


but “it was knocked out quickly.” 


Several witnesses stated that they’d seen the plane nearly upside down fly 
between two buildings in the apartment complex. Some said the twin- 
engine jet actually clipped buildings. Six windows were broken by the 


explosion’s vibrations. 


Then, witnesses said, the plane traveled up and then straight down into 
the park. Several apartment house residents said they saw flames coming 


from one of the plane’s engines. 


Residents in the area weren't questioning the pilot’s motive for crashing 
the plane in the park. They were shaken but relieved at the thought of 
what might have happened,,. 


“Tam not going ona plane again,” said apartment resident Mike Miller. 


“It was too close to home.” 


While residents dealt with the question of why they were spared, 
authorities combed through the park that had been marked by yellow 


barricade tape where they marked each plane fragment and other debris. 


Hundreds of chards of glass and metal attached to the yellow tape dotted 
the park. An evergreen tree, whose branches were cut by the sharp metal, 
stood sentry near a human leg that had been propelled about 200 yards 


from the wreckage. 


Emergency workers scoured the area for personal belongings of 


passengers. Only a few bags containing torsos were removed from the 
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area. Kelsey said a decision was made to leave the body parts in the grass 


overnight to help investigators determine the direction of the explosion. 


By sunset, large Air Force portable lights had been set up around the park 
to maintain security, Kelsey said. National Transportation Safety Board 
and United officials were at the scene with more expected to arrive 


Sunday night. 


No work would be done Sunday night at the crash site, according to 
Kelsey, who confirmed that wind possibly contributed to the crash. The 
weather was clear but there were high, gusty winds in the area at the time 
of the crash, said Sheriff's Lt. Bill Mistretta. The National Weather Service 


said winds were from the northwest — at 23 mph to 32 mph. 


Airline and NTSB officials would continue sifting through the wreckage 
today, Kelsey said. 


Arnold Scott of the NTSB’s Denver office said officials probably would be 


able to release the investigation results in about a week. 


Emergency workers said both of the plane’s black boxes containing 
cockpit recordings had been pulled from the site, but Kelsey would not 


confirm those reports. 


It was the third major accident involving U.S. airlines in three months. On 
Dec. 3, two Northwest Airlines jets collided on the ground at the Detroit 
Airport, killing eight people. On Feb. 1, a USAir jet landing at the Los 


Angeles airport struck a commuter plane on the runway, killing 34 people. 


Boeing spokesman Craig Martin in Seattle said the Boeing 737-200 was 


delivered to now-defunct Frontier Airlines in May 1982. 


Martin said United bought the plane in June 1986. He said the aircraft 


was “relatively young,” with only 26,000 air hours. It had a capacity of 
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109 passengers.

... returning home 


Former CF&I Steel President C. Clay Crawford and his wife Jo were 
among the 25 people killed Sunday when a United Airlines Boeing 737 


crashed in a suburban Colorado Springs neighborhood. 


The Puebloans were returning from Hawaii, where they had been visiting 
family friends. 


The Crawfords were on the final leg of their return journey. They had 
flown to California, then to Denver before boarding United Flight 585 
bound for Colorado Springs Municipal Airport. 


The news shocked CF&I President Frank Yaklich Jr. 


“All of us at CF&I are sad dened. He was a great contributor to CF&I,” 
Yaklich said. “It’s a shock to all of us right now.” 


Crawford headed CF&I for six years. He was elected president of the 
company in 1970. He retired in April 1976, after 30 years with the 
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company. 


Crawford joined CF&I in 1946 after having served in the Pacific as a 


major in the Army Corps of Engineers. 


A graduate of the Colorado School of Mines, he held various managerial 
positions with CF&I before being named works man ager in 1961. He was 
named vice president for operations in 1965 and served as vice president 
and general manager of the Pueblo plant before ascending to the 


company’s presidency. 


Active in civic affairs, Crawford served as chairman of St. Mary-Corwin 
Hospital’s Development Fund Campaign, as chairman of the Colorado 
Association of Commerce and Industry, as a trustee of the Western 
Museum of Mining and Industry in Colorado Springs, and as a board 


member of the Colorado Safety Association. 


Robert J. Slater succeeded Crawford as CF&I president. Yaklich became 


the company’s president in 1980. 


Crawford’s love of minerals shared with everyone

COLORADO SPRINGS — Tucked away amidst the gigantic and powerful 
tools of mining and smelting at the Western Museum of Mining and 
Industry is a small - tiny, in relation to everything around it — display of 


rocks, minerals, ores and crystals. 


About 40 percent of the 100-plus items had been donated by the late C. 
Clay Crawford, who was president of CF&I Corp. from 1970 until he 
retired in April 1976. He and his wife, Jo Moore Crawford, died March 3, 
1991, ina still-unexplained crash of a United Airlines Boeing 737 in 


Widefield, south of Colorado Springs, on final landing approach. 


The crash site is less than 25 miles south of the WMMI, located directly 
east of the Air Force Academy. Crawford was first elected to the museum’s 


board of directors in 1974 and was elected president in 1977. 


The display, established as a memorial last March, is both deceptively 
small and elaborately beautiful. Half the collection focuses on five metals 
which have brought wealth to many in Colorado: Gold, silver, 


molybdenum, lead and zinc. 


The remaining items represent a rainbow of mineral wealth: The yellows 
of apatite, the lavender of amethyst, the blue-greens of turquoise, the rich 


red of vanadite and the flower-like detailings of the rose-colored barite. 


“Mr. Crawford’s great love was to educate children, especially about 
minerals. He loved to take his grandchildren and other youngsters on rock 
hunts,” said Linda LeMieux, executive director of the museum, located in 


four buildings on 27 acres just off Interstate 25’s exit 156A. 
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“It’s nice that we can still use a good share of what was his collection,” Ms. 
LeMieux said, adding, “We love to show what he collected and so much 


enjoyed.” 


Most of the specimens are from Colorado, Ms. LeMieux said. 


The museum itself is an impressive collection of working machinery — 
including a CF&I steam shovel that operated at the Sunrise Mine in 
southeastern Wyoming from 1927-1939 — photos, memorabilia, faux mine 
shafts, an old-time bar, and several displays of what mined metals can be 


fashioned into. 


Centerpiece of the main building, the Schisler-Molloy Library and Exhibit 
Building, is a huge Corliss Steam engine, so large that its flywheel alone 


weighs in at 17 tons. 


The museum contains an 11,000-book library, which can be used on-site 


by researchers and students. 


Museum vistors, students and outreach students total about 35,000 


yearly, Ms LeMieux said. 


In such a setting, the Crawford memorial exhibit seems overshadowed, 
but the cases in which the specimens are contained also hold magnifying 
glasses, enabling viewers to “get lost” in the eons-old complexities of 
nature and her elaborate fashionings of grains, glitters, specks, colors and 


textures. 


Members of Crawford’s family cooperated with the exhibit, Ms LeMieux 
said, and they were present at a formal, low-key, by-invitation-only 


opening of the exhibit today. 


“The family is very pleased with the exhibit,” she said, adding that “This 
just seemed to be the right time to have the display.” 
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The museum is open Monday-Saturday, 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. 


While perhaps not many but the most avid of rock and gem hunters would 
fully appreciate the fragile beauty of the Crawford exhibit, no one can fail 
to put it in perspective among the other displays, implements and tools of 


the mining industry. 


Crawford, an avid collector not only of rocks and minerals, but also of 
pueblo pottery, contemporary lithographs, 19th-century folk oils and 
Oriental art, would have exulted in the juxtaposition of the fragile and the 


mammoth. 


While the two articles from 1991 about the plane crash are very similar to what I’ve already 
found, the third article about Clary Crawford’s love of minerals would not have been located if 


not for the prompt to locate the unidentified article!

Hope, Promise die with local passengers

As United Airlines Flight 585 turned toward the mountains and began its 
descent into Colorado Springs Municipal Airport on Sunday morning, the 
passengers were full of hope and promise. 

Then suddenly, about 9:45 a.m., the jet veered nose first toward the 


ground, with all those dreams in the balance. 


C. Clay Crawford and his wife, Jo, also were coming back from a trip to 
Hawaii. Crawford, former chief executive officer of CF&I Steel in Pueblo, 
was a well-know Colorado Springs community leader. He and Jo were 
living out their golden years in style — they had spent almost a month in 
Hawaii. They stopped in Denver on Sunday and had breakfast with a son. 
Their daughter was to pick them up in Colorado Springs. 
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C. Clay Crawford had been at the helm of CF&I until 1976, when it was 
still thriving. He was known to go on the floor with the workers on a daily 
basis. He found out not only about what they were working on but also 
about them personally. 

After leaving he spent time in Indonesia under the auspices of 
International Executive Service Corp., where he taught steel makers cost 
and accounting. 

His wife, Jo, was a “beautiful and vivacious lady,” said Mary Beth Naye, a 
good friend. Jo frequently held parties in her home to help raise money for 
the Cheyenne Mountain Zoo. She also helped with the fashion shows for 
the benefit of the Pioneers museum and was active in numerous 
community social affairs. 

Naye said the Crawfords had changed their minds several times about 
when to return. They hadn't been expected to get back until tomorrow. “I 


guess this was destined,” Naye said.

C. Clay, 72 and Jo Crawford, 65, of Colorado Springs, were returning 
from a month’s vacation in Hawaii. Friends said the couple loved to travel 
and had made annual trips to the islands for the last few years. They had 
a fondness for the Far East. 

He was the president of CF&I Steel in Pueblo until retiring in 1976. He 
then spent time in Indonesia with International Executive Service Corp., 
counseling workers there on how to set up and run steel mills. 

He earned a degree in metallurgical engineering in 1940 from the 
Colorado School of Mines and worked for the Army Corps of Engineers 
form 1940-1946. 

He was a member of the Cheyenne Mountain Zoo board of directors, a 
trustee of the Western Museum of Mining and Industry, a past chairman 
of the St. Mary Corwin Hospital Fund in Pueblo, and a member of the 


Colorado Association of Commerce.

The names, ranks, units, etc., from 1792 to 1799 generally were entered in 
the Executive Journals of Governor Shelby and Governor Garrard. From the latter 
date to August, 1804, they were kept only in a manuscript volume of 374 pages 
(owned by the Society and not before published) titled: Company Officers, 1799 
1804... comprehending a register of commissions issued to Captains, Lieutenants 
and Ensigns. After 1804 records of commissions of company officers had to be 
taken from manuscript papers, styled “Nominations of Officers," in the official 
papers of the governors, also in the Society. However, the last named papers 
for reasons undetermined cover only the years 1808 - 1811 and supply nominations 
and commissions for the first through thirtieth Regiments only. From 1808 until 
1811, therefore, it was possible to find only the names, ranks and dates of com- 
missions of the gencral officers.

Former Iowa Sen. James E. Briles, 66, of Corning died of complications of 
cancer Saturday at Clarkson Hospital in Omaha. 

Other former senators remember Briles as an expert in county 
government who knew the details of his legislation. 

Briles was so familiar with his bills that when other senators were 
mistaken abut details. Briles would turn to the assembly and say, “Read 
the bills, Senator. Read the bills,” said former Senate majority leader 
George Kinley. 

“That was his famous saying,” Kinley said. 

Briles was one of the best senators at introducing his bills early in the 
session to make sure they would be debated, Kinley said. He remembered 


Briles for his chairmanship of teh COunty Government Committee.

Eugene Hill remembered Briles as a “jovial character” who 
was an expert in agricultural legislation. 


Briles was born in Prescott and lived in Corning since 1949. He served int

Briles also 
was involved in real estate for more than 30 years and was an auctioneer 
for 33 years. 

He was a decorated Army veteran of World War II and was a member of 
the Ourcg Post of American Legion and Veterans of Foreign Wars. 

He is survived by his wife, Marilyn; three daughters, Dory Briles of Des 
Moines, Mary Briles of Corning and Coleen Schieffer of Caladonia, Minn.; 
five sons, Ed, of Buhl, Idaho, Jim of Terra Ceia Fla., tom of Kansas City, 
Mo., Rick Jessen of Nodaway; a brother, Harvey of Creston, and nine 
grandchildren. 

Services will be at 3 p.m. Thursday at the Corning United Methodist 
Church, of which Briles was a member. Burial will be at Cromwell 
Cemetery near Creston.

Have you ever wondered why genealogists might throw out years of work to start over? Or, 
have you wondered why other genealogists might elect to go back thru their previous work 


versus trying to break down brick walls? 


A couple of genealogy blogs that I follow have pointed out some reasons for undertaking such 


a process. 


In Jacqi Stevens post, Broyles Roots: If You Know, You Know on her A Family Tapestry blog, 
my (distant) cousin talks about her goal to update her research of Adam Broyles. She points 
out how the The Broyles Family by Arthur Leslie Keith provided a starting point for her 
BROYLES research but that she has not depended on it. Instead, she has been carefully 
working her way thru the generations. Not only are records more readily available now but 


DNA results can also help document these generational connections. 


In Linda Stufflebeam’s recent Saturday Night Genealogy Fun post on her Empty Branches on 
the Family Tree blog, she discusses one of her 2023 goals which also requires “going over’. 
This goal is to ‘clean up her source citations’. While I know that this should be one of my 
goals, I have been reluctant to name it as a goal due to the size of such a project. Thus, I wish 
her luck! 


Since one of my goals involves adding/updating biographies for my ancestral line to 
WikiTree, I’m also going back thru my research. When I created a narrative report for my 
grandparents, Edward Osmund Briles and Pauline Mentzer , I discovered an excellent 
example of why I need to pursue this process. With the availability of newspapers and census 
records in Kansas, I not only have a lot of facts for my grandparents but also an abundance of 
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sources. This report revealed the following types of issues that need ‘cleaned’ up before 


copying the information to WikiTree. 


e Place abbreviations — Since I use standard place names, the report prints ‘United States’ 
for every fact which gets monotonous. By adding an abbreviation to the place, I can 
cause the report to print Coffey County, Kansas instead of Coffey, Kansas United States. 
Updating this is a two step process: 

o Adding abbreviation to place 
o Making sure the sentence uses the abbreviation for the place 
e Sentences — 
o extra space between words — “He owned” or missing space “In 1954,he” 
o too many words — “he was a ran a threshing” 
o missing information — “In Jun 1922, he .” 
e Facts that could be combined 
¢ Citations 
o Two or more citations to same source that can be merged 
o Missing information 
o Reference to a newspaper clipping when citation to digital copy exists 
o Extra punctuation

Do you have a branch of your tree that is hanging on by a thread? I’m not talking about a 
brick wall, but a branch with ancestors identified but finding documentation has proven to be 
difficult.

These marriage records in combination with the statements in the land dispute point to 
Hiram Currey’s wife being Rachel Harris, daughter of Peter Harris. And that’s where the 


documentation holding this branch of my tree together gets even thinner. So far, I haven’t 
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found anything connecting Peter to Rachel beyond the marriage record. Nor, have I found 


anything connecting Peter to parents or siblings. 


However, other trees, including the FamilySearch tree have identified Peter’s wife and the 


ancestors of Rachel Harris Whitaker Currey. 


That small thread connecting Hiram Currey of Peoria to Rachel Harris Whitaker opened up a 
treasure trove of potential ancestors. While I need to locate documentation to support all of 
these ancestors, I do have evidence that supports my relationship to Rachel and her 


ancestors: DNA. 


When I searched my matches for the BANTA surname, one of my matches shares 29 cm with 
me. Thus, I was hoping to see a BANTA in her tree leading to a common ancestor. Instead, the 
CRAWFORD surname jumped out at me. When I scrolled down, I found that we share quite a 
few surnames with SMITH and THOMPSON being on the list.

While I may connect with the above match on the BANTA line, that is one of quite a few 
possible connections. Thus, I rely on Ancestry’s ThruLines to help find those common 


ancestors. 


Since I have added Rachel’s parents and grandparents to my tree, Ancestry’s ThruLines has 
uncovered DNA matches to descendants of her grandparents. Below is a chart showing the

Have you ever felt like finding one ancestor opens a door to an abundance of historical 
information about a group of ancestors? That’s the experience I’m having after finding a small 
thread of information connecting Rachel Harris Currey to her father, Peter Harris and 


grandfather, Daniel Harris. 


While the HARRIS surname is likely of English origin, many of Rachel’s ancestors trace their 
roots back to the Dutch settlement of New York. Several of these Dutch settlers appear to 
have migrated together, going first to New Jersey. From New Jersey, they migrated to the 
Conowago settlement in Pennsylvania and then to Kentucky where they are known as the 
‘Low Dutch Settlement’. 
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Using the term, ‘low dutch’, I was able to locate a wealth of information about these 
settlements and the families in The Gettysburg Times on Newspapers.com. While there could 
be more that I didn’t find, I’ve identified three different sets of articles published in 1925, 
1942 and 1961. Below is a list of what I found. (Note: I took liberty with some of the references 
to identify the subject of the article.)

While digging thru my genealogy bookshelf, I came across a book that I purchased quite a few 
years ago called Crawford Family History. This book was published in 1973 by the American 


Genealogical Research Institute. 


Within that book, is a chapter on ‘Ancestral Emigrants.’ On pages 31-32 of the book is the 


following statement: 


9 9 “For a start, if your ancestors immigrated in or prior to 1800, the chances 
are good that you need look no further. The listing which follows contains 
all known recorded immigrants of the Crawford family for that time 


frame.” 


On page 33, there is a list of Crawford immigrants: 


e Aaron Crawford: born 1680; emigrated from Tyrone, Ireland to Rutland, Massachusetts, 
in the spring of 1713, children were Samuel, John and Alexander. 

¢ Daniel Crawford: transported from Newgate Prison to Maryland n board the ship 
Patapscoe on 17 March 1728; indentured servant. 

¢ Henry Crawford: emigrated from Paisley, Scotland, to New York on board the ship Matty 
on May 1774, aged 25; weaver. 
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James Crawford: emigrated from England to Maryland in January 1711/12; clerk. 
James Crawford: emigrated from Londonderry, Ireland, to Newton, Massachusetts, 
around 1730; later moved to Union, Connecticut; married to Elizabeth Campbell; 
children were Margaret and Robert. 

John Crawford; born 1600, died 1676; emigrated from Ayrshire, Scotland, to 
Jamestown, Virginia, in 1643; killed during Bacon’s Rebellion. 

John Crawford: transported from Newgate Prison to Maryland on board the ship 
Margarett on 11 May 1719; indentured servant. 

John Crawford: emigrated from Paisley, Scotland, to New York on board the ship 
Commerce in February 1774, aged 35; weaver; married to Margaret ——; chilren were 
Lawrence, Margaret, and John. 

Robert Crawford: emigrated from Bristol, England, to Maryland in February 1774, aged 
22; rope maker,; indentured servant. 

Robert Crawford: emigrated from Scotland to Georgia on board the ship Georgia Packet 
in September 1775, aged 16; yeoman. 

Thomas Crawford; emigrated from England to Maryland in January 1703/04; clerk. 
Thomas Crawford; transported from Newgate Prison to Maryland on board either the 
ship Speedwell or the ship Mediterranean on 21 April 1741; indentured servant. 
William Crawford; immigrated to Virginia in 1648 

William Crawford; also known as John Cole; transported from Newgate Prison to 
Maryland on bard the ship Worcester Frigate on 20 February 1718/19; indentured 
servant 


I would love for this to be true, but that would imply that tracing the descendants of these 


men along with our ancestors would lead to a connection. Unfortunately, I haven’t been able 


to make such a connection with any of my Crawford research. 


While checking for more information on any of these Crawford immigrant, I looked at the 


book, Early Ancestors of the Crawfords in America on archive.org. That book has a chapter 


called The Great Immigration. This book implies that there were many more immigrants than 
those identified in the Crawford Family History book. 


page 38 — The Great Immigration 
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9 9 Before 1718 there were some settlers in America from Scotland and a few 
Scotch from Ulster. After the civil was in England in the time of Charles I, 
a considerable number of Scotch prisoners of war were sent to the 


American colonies and sold into service. 


There was a settlement of Scotch-Irish on the coast of Main as early as 


1670 which was afterward dispersed by the Indians. 


The great immigration from Ulster came in 1718 and 

the following quarter century, when, it has been estimated, 
one-third of the Scotch population left home and migrated 
to America. No doubt this exodus from Donegal and 

Derry stimulated the same action among the people of 
Scotland. In 1718 a petition signed by three hundred and 
eleven persons of North Ireland was addressed to Governor 
Shute of New England. 


The signatures attached to this petition are arranged 
in eight columns but, unfortunately, the residences are not 


given. Among them is the name of James Crawford 


During the year 1718, several shiploads of the Scotch- 

Trish signers of that petition and their friends and neighbors 
emigrated to America. Five shiploads landed in Boston; 

so many, in fact, invaded the town that the officials 

were greatly disturbed. During the late summer and 

autumn, from five hundred to seven hundred Scotch-Irish 
protestants entered the port of Boston. They were not 

very welcome, although Cotton Mather and his church, 

with other clergymen, in spite of the stiff Presbyterianism 

of the newcomers, did all they could to make them comfortable. 


Indeed, in this immigration Mather saw a great 
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opportunity for the spread of the Gospel. The town authorized 
the selectmen to spend an amount not exceeding 
£1500, which the town then had on hand, for food. The 
town “Granarys” were opened and corn sold to prevent 
profiteering, yet the price of grain doubled during the 
winter of 1718-19. With the coming of spring these people 
were pushed out as rapidly as possible among the frontier 
towns, especially in Worcester County. 
During the next ten years many more came. The central 
towns of Massachusetts and the northern towns of Connecticut, 
the middle portion of New Hampshire, and parts 
of Maine were largely settled by North-of-Ireland Scotch 
people. Large numbers of them also went to Pennsylvania, 


Virginia, and the Carolinas.

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The FamilySearch tree also supports a number of Crawford immigrants. I did a search for 


David Crawford born 1625 in Scotland and dying 1704 in Virginia setting the birthplace and 


deathplace to exact. That produced a list of over 60 people with the Crawford surname who 


were born in Scotland and died in Virginia.

Do you have family in early Kentucky? If so, have you wished for a statewide census to help 
you locate various family members? Unfortunately, those early statewide census records don’t 


exist. Instead, various sources used the county tax records to create a list of inhabitants. 


While looking for books for Nemaha county, Kansas, I stumbled across the book Crawford 
Family History on my bookshelf. In that little book is a chapter titled, 1790 Census. This 
chapter includes a list of CRAWFORDs arranged by state. 


While the chapter implies that these names are from 1790 records, a reading of the chapter 


indicates differently for Kentucky. 


9 Additional names from a reconstructed 1800 census schedule (compiled 


from lists of taxpayers) for the state of Kentucky are also included. 


Thus, the names listed for Kentucky are for 1800 and not 1790.

While the above list is helpful, it is also deceiving. Since the list was created from tax lists, one 


is dependent on the availability and legibility of those tax lists. 


For example, based on other research, I’m aware of a David Crawford in Barren County. 
However, there isn’t a David Crawford on the compiled list. The 1799 tax list for Barren 


County includes a David Crawford. 
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There is also only one James Crawford in Barren County and none in Garrard or Madison 


counties.

As with the 1800 list, I found people in the earlier tax lists that are not in the “First Census” 
book. The most obvious discrepancy is Rebekah who is found on the 1787 and 1789 tax lists in 


Lincoln County, Kentucky. 
Rebekah purchased 100 acres of land on the headwaters of Boone and Sugar Creeks in 1786. 
This land in Garrard county isn’t sold until after 1800. Thus, one would think there would be 


a tax record for this land. 


This study of census/tax records will help me figure out the various Crawford families in early 


Kentucky and their migration.

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While Chalkey’s Chronicle helps document the Crawford families in Augusta County, Virginia, 


there are some drawbacks: 


e Many entries just contain a name and no other information to identify them in the 
Crawford family tree 

e The FamilySearch tree has 20 children for William Crawford and Mary Ann Douglas 
including two named Alexander, two named Patrick and two named Margaret. 

e Too many trees try to link to Alexander and Mary (McPheeters) Crawford. 


Since a descendant of Alexander Crawford (1715-1764) has completed a BigY test, DNA might 
help sort out these Crawford families in Augusta County. 


However, we need more descendants of these Virginia Crawford families to participate. BigY 


tests will likely go on sale for DNA day in April and ‘scholarships’ may be available. 


In the meantime, there is a lot of information in Chalkey’s volume one to figure out.

Do you ever do research in a county where you hope you ancestor resided? That’s what I’ve 
been doing with some books containing Augusta County, Virginia records. While some might 


wonder why I would spend time doing this, I have my reasons. 


Formed in 1744, Augusta County was the ‘parent’ county to a large portion of western 
Virginia. 


According to the 1850 census, my ancestor, James Crawford, was born in Virginia 

around 1772. 

e Alexander Crawford and his wife Mary McPheeters were killed in Augusta county in 
1764. 

e Many Crawford descendants with Virginia roots can trace their ancestry back to 

Alexander or his brothers George and Patrick who also resided in Augusta County.

Have you ever seen someone else share something they found in their research on social 
media and then wonder whether your ancestor is in that source? That’s what happened to me 
when a member of the Clan Crawford Association Ancestry and DNA Research group shared 


an article she found for Moses Crawford in an Indiana newspaper. 


While I enjoyed reading about Moses Crawford and his move from Tennessee to Indiana, it 
was the source of digital newspaper that caught my attention. This article was found in the 
Danville Hendricks County Union on Newspaper Archive. Being unaware that Newspaper 
Archive had digital images of early Indiana papers, I decided to see what I could find for my 


Crawford family in Warren County. 


That’s when I found several articles in the Williamsport Warren Republican for my ancestor, 
Nelson G. Crawford. Even though I haven’t found the obituary for Nelson or his wife, Martha 
in this paper, I did find a few items that add to Nelson’s story. 


Taxes 


Apparently, Nelson Crawford got behind on paying the taxes on his land since he appears on a 


‘delinquent tax list’ for Prairie Township in Warren County, Indiana.

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Will Call to Training 

Draft Bill Passes 

Expect Registration of Those 21 to 36 on or Near 
October 14 


The Congress of the United States has passed the draft bill, and it was 
expected the President’s signature, only thing necessary which remained 


to make it the law of the land, would be affixed this morning. 


This is the first time in history that America has had a peace time draft. It 
is the result of the new, fast type of war, raging in Europe. The country 
must be prepared, cannot wait until it is threatened and then have time to 


train men. 


The American system will call for the training of several hundred 
thousand men each year. They will be in service for one year and when 
they have completed training, will become a part of the trained reserve. 
Each six months or year new recruits will be called in for their year of 
military duty. The present bill extends for five years. By the end of that 


time, several million men will have had their year of military school. 


Those who must register for possible call are those who have reached their 
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21st birthday on the specific registration day, and have not reached their 
36th birthday. 


It is expected that the registration day will be October 14 or near the date. 
The President will set the date. 


The machinery set up for the registration will compare to that of an 
election. There will be registration boards for each precinct. 

The registration will be followed by selection of men by lot, then by 
classification, for which responsibility will fall onto local boards. It is 


expected one board will function for the county. 


Class 1 will include those ready for immediate training. Class 2 will be 
those deferred from immediate service because their removal would cause 
real and definite damage to the national interest, or who hold some 
government job in which they cannot be replaced. Class 3 will include 
those with dependents. Class 4 is to include everyone else, such as aliens, 
those physically unfit, ministers and theological students and those in 


certain government positions deferred by law. 


Daily newspapers are running series of articles on the draft. They are too 
long to cover fully in one story, but in brief, it appears that all who 
register will be given numbers. There will be a national drawing of 
numbers and acting on this, the local boards will then send questionnaires 
to men in their areas whose numbers are indicted. The classification 
above will then be made on the basis of these questionnaires, if this paper 
understands the plan correctly. In other words, rather than classifying all 
registrants at first, certain ones will be called by lot and then their 


eligibility determined. 
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There will be advisory boards to serve those registering and a system for 


appeal from classification. 


There are some 16 1/2 million men in the United States who will register. 
It is expected that more than 10 million of this group will be deferred, 
initially at least, from call. The law will provide for calling of 900,000 
men at any one given time. Allowing for the fact that many will be 
deferred, it is estimated that the chances of the unmarried, unskilled man 
for being called within the next year are about one out of six. Chances 


appear strong that he will be called sometime within the five years.

On 3 Aug 1861, Mary Crawford’s husband, Washington Marion Crawford, 
enlisted as a Sergeant in Company H of the 2nd Regiment of the New York 
Cavalry, also known as “Harris Light Horse”. On 22 Sep 1863, Mary 
Crawford’s husband, Washington Marion Crawford was captured at 
Liberty Milles in Orange County, Virginia. He was held prisoner at Belle 


Isle and Andersonville before being released in December of 1864.

e James and Sally have a daughter named Mary Polly Crawford who married John Nelson

o James’ will does not identify any daughters. However, it does identify two 
granddaughters: Mary Ann Wikle and Martha Jane Stoner 
o Ancestry DNA supports a relationship to STONER descendants. 
e Sarah Smith Duggins Crawford does have children by her first marriage to Alexander 
Duggins: William and Henry Duggins. 
o Records exist connecting James’ son, Nelson, to his step-brother, William Duggins 
o Ancestry DNA supports a relationship to these DUGGINS stepbrothers. 
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When I first saw this possible relationship, my initial thought was to merge the two Mary 
Polly Crawfords. Fortunately, I realized that these are not the same person. My second 
thought was to disconnect Mary Crawford McGown from Sally Smith Duggins Crawford.

Sarah Sally Duggins Smith married James Crawford in Garrard County, KY in 1799. Around 1811, 
James had settled in Preble County, Ohio. While information on his daughter, Polly, is sketchy, Sally 
Crawford is identified in the will of James Crawford. Also identified are a son, Nelson G. Crawford and 
two granddaughters: Mary Ann Wikle and Martha Jane Stoner. 

There is a marriage record in Preble County, Ohio for Polly Crawford and John Stoner. Ancestry DNA 
records support the relationship between descendants of Nelson Crawford and Mary Crawford Stoner. 
There are records linking William and/or Henry Duggins (Sarah's sons by her first marriage) to James 


Crawford and to Nelson Crawford. DNA also supports this link to Sarah

Mildred was an avid researcher of anything / everything related to 
the BRILES or RUSH families of Randolph County, North Carolina. Thus, today’s clipping is 


likely from a newspaper in the Randolph county, area.

Mrs. J. L. (Roxanna) Briles will be 97 Years Old on Saturday 


Randolph county’s oldest living citizen will celebrate her 97th birthday on 
Saturday from her bed in Griffin clinic where she has been a patient now 


for more than 12 years. 


Her name is Mrs. J. L. Briles and she comes from a long line of folkes that 


has lived well beyond the celebrated three score and ten years. 


A native of Randolph county, Mrs. Briles is a daughter of the late Michael 
and Anne Jane Spencer. She has three living sisters, all well past 70 years 
of age. They are Mrs. Louzenia Rush, 94, of Lawrence, Kansas, who still 
walks to church every Sunday morning; Mrs. Dora Lassiter, 76, of 


Washington, D. C., and Mrs. Robert Harris, 78, of Fayetteville. 
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When Mrs. Briles was a young girl of 18 she traveled to Fairmont, Indiana 
with her older sister and an uncle in a wagon. After taking a look at the 
Hoosier state, she wanted to stay and got herself a job as nurse to an 
elderly couple at the fabulous salary of $1.50 per week plus room and 
board. She held this job for about 18 months until her older sister became 
ill with a fever and died. At this time her parents wanted her to return to 
North Carolina. She came back and in 1876 was married to the late J. L. 
Briles. 

A strong robust woman in her younger years, Mrs. Briles could handle 
farm chores as well as her husband and often aided him in the production 
of their crops. In addition to this, she also sheared her own sheep; carded 


and spun her own yarn and made clothes for her family of nine children. 


She became a member of Marlboro Friends church in childhood but later 
moved her membership to Mt. Pleasant Methodist Church with her 
husband and children. 


Five of her nine children are still living and are scattered from Asheboro 
to Hollywood, California. They are Mrs. C. R. Crotts and Roland A. Briles 
of Asheboro, Mrs. G. W. Crotts of Hollywood, Calif. Ernest M. Briles of 
Archdale and Mrs. T. L. Parker of Mayesville, N.C. 


Mrs. Briles entered Griffin clinic on May 9, 1941 because of declining 
health but she still sits up a little during the day. Doctors who examined 
her at the time were amazed at her excellent physical condition although 
she had difficulty in getting around. 

During the more than 12 years she has been in the clinic, Mrs. Briles has 
made many friends and is known among members of the staff as 
“Grandma Briles.” Several of the nurses say that she is a model patient 
with one of them remarking, “I wish I thought I could have such a sunny 


disposition if I should live to be her age.” 


Mrs. Briles was born on a farm near Hoover Hill gold mine west of town, 


next to the oldest of 12 children. 
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Nothing special has been planned for her birthday on Saturday but she 


will be looking forward to seeing many of her relatives.

A Master List Will Be Chosen in Washington, D.C. 
Tuesday to Determine Order in Which Local 
Numbers Will Be Called 


The Courier-Tribune prints today a list of names and numbers important to almost every 
home in Nemaha county. It is the list of men between ages of 21 and 36 who enrolled on 
Wednesday, October 16th, for possible service to their country, and with each man’s name, 


the county serial number which has been drawn for him by the local draft board. 


The arrangement is by number rather than by names because numbers will be the important 
thing next Tuesday, October 29th, when a master list is to be drawn at Washington, D.C. to 
determine the order in which local numbers will be called. President Roosevelt will draw the 


first number. 


All over the country, local registration boards have shuffled the cards of their registrants, 
drawn cards from the pile, and given each a local serial number, just as has been done in 
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Nemaha county. It is expected the highest number of cards handled by any one board is 


approximately 7,500, so that the highest serial number is near that figure. 


Numbers reaching to the highest serial number and past will be prepared at Washington and 
placed in capsules through which they cannot be read. The president, who will start the 
drawing, will select a capsule from the same goldfish bowl that was used in the World War 
draft. 


If the number first drawn is 999, it will mean that the 999’s in each registration area all over 
the United States will be the first men to be asked to report for classification. The number is 


used only as an example. In Nemaha County it is held by Raymond Henry Dague, Wetmore. 


Registrants and their families will want to hold onto this issue of the paper. It will be easy, 


with the list at hand, to check with the master list as it is announced from Washington. 


Draftees get the results of a double system of chance: The cards were shuffled for drawing of 
local numbers. The national drawing will determine the order in which the numbers will be 
called. 


The local drawing and listing was completed Tuesday except perhaps for a few straggling 
cards. The board officially posted the list yesterday and sent a copy to state headquarters. The 
Sabetha Herald and Courier-Tribune joined in setting the large amount of type necessary and 
the list is printed in the two papers. TO avoid running the type to still greater length, a key 
system is sued to abbreviate names of towns. Where two letters make the name of the town 
clear, only two are used. Seneca becomes Se; Sabetha Sa; Corning Co; Centralia Ce; Goff GO; 
Wetmore We; and Baileyville, Bern, Kelly, Havensville, Soldier, Pawnee, Axtell and other 
points are similarly abbreviated. Oneida and Onaga addresses required the use of Onei and 
Ona. The Nemaha County list follows:

Have you ever seen a Facebook post mentioning one of your family surnames that leads to a 
conversation in the comments? I recently had such a conversation when another genealogist 
posted a surname roll-call. In the responses to that post, another Facebook user posted the 
OSTRANDER surname. In that conversation, I was asked if I had seen the “Big Ostrander’ 
book. Since I haven’t done a lot of research on my Ostrander line, I decided to see if I could 


find the ‘Big Ostrander’ book. Thus, I searched various sites that have digital copies of books. 


I was able to find the book, Ostrander: A Genealogical Record 1660-1995, on Archive.org. I 
was able to ‘check out’ the book for an hour at a time to locate information about my 
Ostrander ancestry. This book traces the descendants of Pieter Pieterzeen who married 
Rebecca Traphagen in Kingston, New York in 1679. According to the book, his son Pieter was 


the first to use the Ostrander surname in New York. 


9 His name as bridgegroom was registered in the Dutch church at Kingston, 


New York, as Pieter Ostrander

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I was able to find my Ostrander lineage from my great-great grandmother, Mary Foster 


Crawford back to Jacob Ostrander (bpt 1706), son of Pieter Ierterzen and Rebecca Traphagen.

At one time in the past suggestion was made that Jacob was the Jacob 
Ostrander who was listed as a fence viewer and pound master in Ballston, 
Saratoga County, when that community was organized as a town in 1788. 
There is no evidence to corroborate this assumption, and Jacob would 
have reached eighty two years of age at this time, a lifetime of unusual 
longevity in the colonial period. Indications are that he lived his entire 
adult life in Ulster County. 

It is more likely that the 1788 Ballston fence viewer and pound baster was 
Jacob’s son, Jacobus, born in 1731, whose name appears in records as 
Jacob, Jacobz and Jacobus. Jacobus was an early resident of the Ballston 
area before Saratoga County was organized and possibly as early as 
before the American Revolution. He moved from Shawangunk in Ulster 
County and appeared in records of the Reformed Dutch Church at 
Schaghticoke at Renssselaerwyck in Rensselaer County before the 
Revolution. 

It was not often that the names Jacob and Jacobus were used 
interchangeably. A man named Jacobus might shorten his name to Cobus 
or anglicize it to James, while the name Jacob remained unchanged in 
both Dutch and English. On the other hand, Jacobus and his brother Jacob 
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were the exception. Jacobus recorded himself as Jacob Ostrander when he 
appeared with his wife, Elizabeth Andrew, at the baptism of their 
daughter Rachel at the Schaghticoke church 12 Oct 1768. In reverse, Jacob 
recorded himself as Jacobus Ostrander when he and his wife Martha 
Bishop recorded the 11 Feb 1770 birth of their daughter Marytie in the 
Shawangunk Reformed Dutch Church.

Do you live in the same area as your ancestors? Or, are you like me and moved away from 
your ancestral home? My husband and I moved to northeast Kansas when we took teaching 


jobs. Neither of us have close relatives in the county. 


However, I share several surnames with the early settlers of the county: Wells, Crandall, 
Thompson and of course, Smith. Those surnames are too common for me to expect to find a 
relationship. However, there is another surname in the local cemetery that I have claimed as 


my relative: Ostrander. 


Charles Ostrander, his second wife, Carrie, and two of his children are buried in the Seneca 
City Cemetery. His Find a Grave memorial indicates he was born in 1837 in Albany County, 
New York, the son of Petrus and Margaret (Strafford) Ostrander. Since I recently found a 

copy of the book, Ostrander: A Genealogical Record 1660-1995 on archive.org, I think I can 


figure out his heritage. 


Unfortunately, the book and FamilySearch have an 1845 birthdate for Charles Ostrander.

If the Charles Ostrander buried in Seneca is #581 Charles Ostrander in the book, then his 
ancestry goes back to Pieter Pieterzen (Ostrander) and Rebecca Traphagen, oldest son of 


Pieter Pieterzen and Tryntje an de Lande.

In his youth, Pieter would have been known as Pieter Pieterzen but by the 
time of his marriage in 1704 to Rachel Dingman, his name as 
bridgegroom was registered in the Dutch church at Kingston, New York, 
as Pieter Ostrander, marking the first appearance of the surname in the 
spelling as it is now commonly accepted. the wedding took place not at 
Kingston but in the home of the bride’s parents in Kinderhook, across the 
river from Albany, and perhaps as a forecast of the many spelling 
variants that would be used until well into the nineteenth century, the 


name of the bridegroom was registered in the Albany Dutch Reformed 
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Church on 31 May 1704, five days earlier than in Kingston, as “Pieter Van 
Oostrant”. 

Rachel Dingman was the fourth of seven children born to Adam Dingman 
and Aeltie Gardenier. Adam Dingman had immigrated at an unknown 
date from Harlem, Holland, and by 1663 was living in Greenbush, New 
York. In 1669, the year of his marriage to Aeltie Gardenier, Adam bought 
a house and farm he was renting in Kinderhook from his father-in-law, 
Jacob Janse Gardenier, known in his younger years as Jacob Janse 
Flodder. this man, Rachel Dingman’s grandfather, had done very well for 
himself since immigrating in 1638 as a servant or helper from Kampen,

province, Holland. Four years later he was appointed as contract 
carpenter at Rensselawerwyck, and from there he went on to become an 
operator of grist and saw mills in Greenbush and Bethlehem, builder and 
owner of a mill at nearby Firth Kill, owner of land near the water gate in 
Albany, owner of property on the north side of wall Street in Albany 
which he parceled off and sold as lots, and owner of a sloop that carried 
mail and merchandise up and down the Hudson. Gardenier was one of the 
early settlers of Kinderhook, having bought land there from Mohican 
Indians in 1667. At the time of his death in 1688, Jacob Janse Gardenier 
owned approximately a thousand acres of land. 

In 1684 Adam Dingman and Aeltie Gardenier bought from Jacob Janse 
Gardenier another fenced property and house, this one on the south and 
east sides of Kinderhook hill, and in 1684 they made another land 
purchase in Kinderhook from Maas Cornelisse Van Bloemendaal, the 
husband of Aeltie’s half sister, Jacomyntje. In 1675 and 1676 when local 
inhabitants built and maintained their own roads. Adam Dingman served 
as roadmaster of Kinderhook. In April 1679 he commenced a year’s 
service as deputy sheriff. 

Pieter Ostrander Jr and Rachel Dingman made their home in Hurley, 
three miles west of Kingston in Ulster County, New York. In 1714 his name 


appeared as a Hurley inhabitant owning property assessed at twenty 
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pounds sterling, while on the same list his father, Pieter Ostrander Sr. is 
shown as a freeholder with property assessed at eighty five pounds. A 
freeholder was a person whose income from land amounted to at least 
forty shillings a years, and with that distinction came the right to vote and 
exercise a voice in government. Anyone with less income was listed as an 
inhabitant only without voting privileges. 

The two Pieters, father and son, were the only Ostranders on the 1714 list, 
but ina 1728 sheriffs list of 380 Ulster County names, Pieter Jr and his 
younger brothers Arent, Theunis and Hendrick were all shown as 
freeholders. Pieter Ostrander Sr their father was not listed, indicating 
perhaps that he had distributed some of his landholdings among his sons. 
It is noteworthy that four years previously, in 1724, Pieter Sr. then seventy 
one years old, had refused to pay his taxes. The matter was laid before th 
Ulster County supervisors but before action was taken, the third son in the 
family, Arent, came forward with the money on his father’s behalf. 

In 1717, a year of uneasy peace, Pieter Ostrander Jr. thirty seven years old 
and with seven children, served as a private in the Ulster County militia 
company of Captain Wessel ten Brock.

While I haven’t done a lot of research of my BUCKLES ancestors, I did have Priscilla in my 
tree with Henry Cunard as her husband. However, I did not have a death date or place for 
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Henry Cunard. Once I connected Henry Cunard in my file to the FamilySearch tree , I hada 
death date (1858) and place (Berrien County, Michigan) to work with. 


Knowing that Ancestry’s records included Indiana Wills and Probate records, I decided to 


search the catalog to see if Ancestry also had will and probate records for Michigan.

Mrs. Annie Jane Spencer, widow of the late Michael Spencer, of the Poplar 
Ridge section of Randolph county, died on last Wednesday night at the 


home of her son, Thomas A. Spencer at Ellerbe. 


She had been in ill health for a number of years, but bore her affliction 
with exemplary fortitude. Before becoming an invalid her mission in life 
was to minister and comfort the sick and distressed, one whose life 
radiated cheer and sunshine wherever she went. Wherever she lived she 
will be remembered as a kind neighbor, a loving friend, a consecrated 
Christian woman, whose days and nights were fll of good words and 
deeds. After an acute illness of about ten days, during which time she was 
scarcely conscious, she peacefully passed away to her reward. All that the 
conscientious skill of the physicians could do and the constant attention of 
her sorrowing children and loving friends was of no avail. She had 
received the Master’s summons: “Come up higher.” 
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The funeral was at the Marlboro Friends Church, of which she had been a 
life-long member. She was the mother of thirteen children of whom nine 
survive to mourn their loss.

List Nemaha Serial Numbers for the Draft 
Over 1600 names are in the County Roll 


A Master List Will Be Chosen in Washington, D.C. 
Tuesday to Determine Order in Which Local 
Numbers Will Be Called 


The Courier-Tribune prints today a list of names and numbers important to almost every 
home in Nemaha county. It is the list of men between ages of 21 and 36 who enrolled on 
Wednesday, October 16th, for possible service to their country, and with each man’s name, 


the county serial number which has been drawn for him by the local draft board. 


The arrangement is by number rather than by names because numbers will be the important 
thing next Tuesday, October 29th, when a master list is to be drawn at Washington, D.C. to 
determine the order in which local numbers will be called. President Roosevelt will draw the 


first number. 
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The local drawing and listing was completed Tuesday except perhaps for a few straggling 
cards. The board officially posted the list yesterday and sent a copy to state headquarters. The 
Sabetha Herald and Courier-Tribune joined in setting the large amoung of type necessary and 
the list is printed in the two papers. TO avoid runing the type to still greater length, a key 
system is sued to abbreviate names of towns. Where two letters make the name of the town 
clear, only two are used. Seneca becomes Se; Sabetha Sa; Corning Co; Centralia Ce; Goff GO; 
Wetmore We; and Baileyville, Bern, Kelly, Havensville, Soldier, Pawnee, Axtell and other 
points are similarly abbreviated. Oneida and ONaga addresses required the use of Onei and 


Ona. The Nemaha County list follows:

Calling all Genea-Musings Fans: 
It’s Saturday Night again — 


Time for some more Genealogy Fun!! 


Come on, everybody, join in and accept the mission and execute it with 


precision. 


1) What would you put into your own “Family History Time Capsule” for your 
descendants to open in the future? What would you use for the capsule? Where 


would you keep it? Who should open it? 


While I’ve never thought about a time capsule, I have thought about the concept of ‘passing 
down’ family items. So, for this exercise, my time capsule is a 10x10 room. In other words, my 
time capsule is my genealogy office. My ‘time capsule’ contains two bookcases containing 


family notebooks, my computer along with USB drives and filing cabinets. 
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Besides the notebooks for various branches of my family tree are notebooks for each of my 


brothers. These notebooks contain items related to their lives and their families. While some 


of the items are recent additions, many are the photos and family items kept by my parents. 
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The family notebooks contain documents and photos for the family unit. These documents 


and photos have been scanned and many have been shared to Ancestry and FamilySearch. 


More family photos are found in the closet. While most closets contain clothes, the closet in 
my genealogy office also contains a filing cabinet. This filing cabinet contains scrapbooks and 
photo albums passed down by my grandmothers. Also in the closet are my mother’s photo 


albums. Many of these photos have been scanned, and also uploaded to FamilySearch. 


A second filing cabinet contains paper research. Some of this paper research has been 
scanned while some has not. Most of it is from my early days of research. Those who ‘open’ 
my time capsule will likely ignore the items in this filing cabinet. Thus, I need to spend some 
time sifting thru the paper to scan and preserve documents that cannot be found on Ancestry 


or other sources of digital records. 


And then we come to my computer. Since most of what is found on my bookshelves and in my 
filing cabinets has been scanned, my computer could be considered my time capsule. It 


contains 


¢ Photos of family events in my PICTURES folder grouped in subfolders for the event 

¢ Everything genealogy related in my GENEALOGY folder 

¢ Photos, scanned images and downloaded images to support my family tree in surname 
subfolders in the GENEALOGY\EXHIBITS folder 

¢ Everything DNA related in the GENEALOGY\DNA and GENEALOGY\yDNA folders 

e Backups of my genealogy work, documents and pictures on USB drives 


My computer is also my link to various online accounts. These accounts are like ‘windows’ 


into my time capsule. They allow distant cousins to access various aspects of my time capsule. 


« Ancestry tree — Heartland Genealogy — updated using RootsMagic’s TreeShare 

e FamilySearch — using RootsMagic’s feature allowing the linking of individuals in my 
RootsMagic file to the FamilySearch tree 

e This blog — where I’ve share my research findings and reports from RootsMagic 

e WikiTree — where I’m starting to share information about my ancestral lines 
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While my genealogy office is not locked, my computer does have a lock on it. Thus, I would 
have to share the ‘key’ with recipients of my time capsule. Currently, my husband is the only 
other person who knows the ‘key’. However, I need to share it with my brothers and 


potentially with my nieces and nephew since they will likely be the ones needing to ‘open’ my 
time capsule.

Do you search local newspapers to find minor tidbits about an ancestor and find gold? That’s 
what I found when searching the Warren county papers on NewspaperArchive for my second 
great grandfather, Washington Marion Crawford. Washington Marion Crawford was captured 


during the civil war and spent time in several prisons, including Andersonville. 


The ‘gold’ that I found was a poem he wrote about his capture and imprisonment 


99 My Capture and Imprisonment 


Kilpatrick is a jolly soldier, 
and I’m of his command, 
and by a defeat of his, z 
I was left with a rebel band. 


In the month of September, 
In the year sixty-three, 

The army was laying idle, 
And Kil that couldn't see. 


Sohebeingthusuneasy, 


And anxious for a fight, 
Requested General Meade, 
To let him do his might. 
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His request being granted, 
His command was called together, 
On twenty-first of September, 


In cold unpleasant weather. 


We marched that day to Madison, 
And found the rebs hard by, 
I’m sure you'd laugh If you could see, 


The way we mad them fly. 


We lay that night on our arms, 
And arose at early morn, 
Made a breakfast on hard-tack, 


and roasted rebel corn. 


At nine o'clock we started, 
General Buford on the pike, 
Kil goes round to the right, 
With intent the rear to strike. 


We came around in evening, 
And crossed the Rapidan, 
Met the rebel column, 


And fought them five to one. 


General Stewart seemed quite uneasy, 
But did the thing up well,

While I haven’t had time to check out all of these new features, the $20 price tag and the lure 


of being able to spell check the notes prompted me to purchase RootsMagic 9. 


Once I completed the purchase, I had an email containing the download link an my 


registration key. As per my normal practice, I saved that registration key! 


After downloading and installing RootsMagic 9, I opened the program. I was asked whether I 
wanted to CONVERT my file. 
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Convert this file?

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Not knowing whether it would create a new file by renaming my RootsMagic 8 file, I copied 
my RootsMagic 8 file just in case. Then I clicked on the CONVERT button. 


The conversion was quick and my file opened. Since the file name did NOT change during the 
conversion, I’m glad that I made a copy. However, the new features are compelling! Thus, I 


will stick with version 9 and learn to use these features! 


One feature that I have investigated is spell check. 


With the note open, I clicked on the 3 vertical dots to open the menu.

Spell check 


At the bottom of that menu, is SPELL CHECK. Clicking on ‘that menu item ‘Spell check’ 
causes the program to use the built in spell checking feature (Windows in my case) to check 


the spelling of the note. If no errors are found, nothing happens. 


If an ‘error’ is found, a window pops up showing the word that is ‘Not in Dictionary’ and 
suggestions. I can Ignore Once, Ignore all, or Add to dictionary. Many surnames will show up 
as misspelled the first time this tool is used. However, adding the surname to the dictionary 
will prevent surnames from being identified as misspelled.

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Killed by Train

Are you fortunate enough to to have newspaper clippings in your files? Both of my 
grandmothers had clippings in their albums. Most of these clippings were not labeled. Thanks 
to the newspaper collection of the Kansas State Historical Society, I was able to locate these 


clippings and document the newspaper and the date. 


When it comes to my Crawford research, I was also fortunate to connect with a Warren 
County, Indiana historian, Walter Salts. Walter had a collection of newspaper clippings. If he 
didn’t already have the clipping, he would research the local papers to see what he could find. 
While I no longer have a record of what he charged, I do have quite a few documents in my 


files with his stamp on them. 


As I’m going thru the old paper documentation in my files, I recently came across some of 
those obituaries I got from Walter Salts. One of those obituaries was for Catherine W. 


Woodward Baughman who was killed by a train in 1899.

This lady was born in this county, at the home of her grandfather, the late 
Nelson Crawford, in this, Washington township, May 22, 1863, and 
departed this life in Neoga, Ills., Friday, June 9th, 1899, at 1 o’clock p.m., 
aged 36 years and 17 days. 
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In September, 1887, she was united in marriage to Dr. J. A. Baughman, of 
Ohio, at the residence of Mr. and Mrs. Elisha Briggs, this place, her uncle 
and aunt, Rev. John J. Claypool officiating. After marriage Mr. and Mrs. 
Baughman went to Chicago where they resided one year to enable the 
doctor to complete his course in medicine. From Chicago, they went to 
Neoga, Ills., and located and had lived there about eleven years prior to 
Mrs. B’s death Dr. Baughman first met his wife at Ada, ?, where she was 
attending music school. 

Mrs. Baughman’s death is a sad one, and reminds the living of the great 
uncertainty of life. She had left home to visit an aunt, Mrs. Demaris Briles, 
her father’s sister, living in the north part of town. On the way she stopped 
at her husband's office, and after chatting pleasantly with him for a few 
moments, left intending to go directly to her aunt’s. On the way it was 
necessary to cross the track of the Illinois Central railroad. Upon nearing 
the crossing she met a lady friend and stopped and chatted with her a 
short time, then resuming her walk. The two friends had just parted when 
the lady noticed a fast approaching freight running at 40 miles an hour 
and making but very little noise. She cried to Mrs. Baughman, who was 
deaf in one ear, to warn her of her danger, but she did not hear. No bell 
was rung neither did the engineer use the whistle. Mrs. B. had gotten so 
near across the tack that one more step would have cleared her of her 
terrible danger. When the engine struck the unfortunate woman the body 
was thrown a distance of 69 feet, and when parties reacher her the spark 
of life had been destroyed at the first contact of the engine. THe accident 
occurred at one o’oclock last Friday afternoon. Her tragic death was like a 
great black cloud, casting a shadow over the entire community. TO the 


loving, devoted husband it s suddenness and terror stunned till sense

and feeling failed to realize the bitterness of the cup placed to his lips to 
drink. The first word received by the relatives here of the death was a 
telegram from the doctor saying, “Kate killed by the cars to-day.” A 
second telegram notified them that the body would arrive here at 2 o’clock 


Saturday and to arrange for the funeral. After arrival of train here the 
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remains were taken to the residence of Elisha Briggs, where at 2:30 p.m. 
the funeral discourse was preached by Rev. G. H. Clarke of the Christian 
church, of which denomination deceased had been a member from the age 
of 20. Interment was made in the cemetery at West Lebanon. The pall- 


bearers were Messrs. P. W. Fleming, Isaiah Smith, O. C. Rabourn, A. E. 
Wilson, W. H. Stephens and W. B. Durborow.

Neoga, Ill., June 9. — Mrs. Dr. J. A. Baughman was instantly killed by an 
Illinois Central South-bound freight about 2 o’clock today. She was going 
to her aunt’s home, carrying an umbrella which obscured her vision, and, 
being almost def, she neither saw nor hears the train, and just as she 


stepped on the track was stuck by the engine.

the paper included links to NewspaperArchive.

Going back to the Google search, I decided to see what else turned up. Lower in the list of 
results was a link to an LDS Genealogy site and to the Hoosier State Chronicles. While the 
Warren Republican was listed on the Hoosier Chronicles site, it was for a newspaper in a 
different town. The LDS Genealogy page was worth checking out. It listed all of the papers for 
Warren County, Indiana and included the years of publication. For those newspapers that 


have been digitized, it included links to the digital formats.

Having found a digital version of the newspaper, I decided to see if I could find a digital copy 


of the obituary clipping. That search of the Indiana papers on NewspaperArchive for 


Baughman in June 1899 not only turned up the obituary I got from Walter Salts but another 


obituary and other items discussing her death and funeral. 


The first was an article about the train accident: Run Down by the Cars

Mrs. Kate Baughman was run down by an Illinois Central freight train at 
her home at Neoga, Illinois last Friday about one o’clock and died in a few 
minutes. The mortal remains were brought to Williamsport Saturday and 
a funeral service was held at the residence of her aunt, Mrs. Elisha Briggs, 
in the afternoon, Rev. G. H. Clark of the Christian church officiating, after 
which the body was brought here and interred in the West Lebanon 
cemetery. The particulars of the sorrowful accident are as follows: Mrs. 
Baughman was somewhat deaf and in crossing the track she did not hear 
the train and as no whistle was blown to warn her of danger the train was 


upon her before she had quite gotten across the track. The engine struck 
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her and hurled her some sixty feet away and death came instantaneously. 


The deceased’s maiden name was Woodward, her father, Harrison 
Woodward, who was slain in the war of the rebellion, being a resident of 


Warren county and the deceased spent her childhood days here.

Obituary 

The deceased, Mrs. Kate H. Baughman was born in Warren county, May 
22, 1863. She was struck by the cars and instantly killed at her home in 
Neoga, Ill, June 9, 1899. 

She was best known to the people of Williamsport as Kate H. Woodward. 
Her father was a soldier in the war for the preservation of the Union and 
died a few days before she was born. Her mother lived at this place until 
the time of her death which occurred when Kate was thirteen years old. 
The orphaned daughter then made her home with her relatives and 
friends until she was of age. 


About this time she attended the school of music at Ada, Ohio. Here she 


met Dr.Baughman, then, a medical student. Their friendship soon ripened 


into an engagement for marriage, which was solemized on the 22nd of 
September, 1887. 

The first year of their wedded life was spent in Chicago where the doctor 
continued his medical studies. They then moved to Neoga IIl., where they 
lived happily together until her death. 

She was a firm believer in the religion of Christ. She answered the 
Masters’ call at the age of 20, while at Ada, Ohio and united with the 
Christian church at that place. 

Her life was a beautiful demonstration of the religion she professed. She 
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loved God and all his creatures This was not a wasted love for anyone 
who knew her spoke in her praise. 

She died suddenly but not unprepared. She was ready without warning. If 
we have not misjudged she is now the happy recipient of the reward of the 
righteous. 

Her remains were brought to Williamsport and taken to the house of 
Elisha Briggs where the funeral services were conducted by Geo. H. 
Clarke, pastor of the Christian church. The body was taken to the 


cemetery at West Lebanon and interred by the side of her parents.

As with previous 2023 Friday Find posts, I am pulling information from a notebook of items 
shared with me by a fellow BRILES researcher, Mildred Barby. Today’s find is a transcription 
of her great great grandfather’s will. Mildred’s line goes thru Branson Briles, son of Noah 
Briles. Branson Briles migrated to Kansas about the same time my 3rd great grandfather, 
Alexander Briles migrated to Coffey County, Kansas. Alexander and Noah were brothers. 


Thus, Branson Briles was a nephew to Alexander Briles. 


While I’ve yet to do much research on Branson and his father, Noah, Mildred did extensive 
research on her BRILES line prior to our era of online records. Thus, it wasn’t surprising to 


find the will in her records.

A search of this record set for Noah Briles finds a very large 1861 probate file in Randolph 


County, North Carolina. Buried in this file (image 18533 of 85302) is Exhibit A: “A copy of 


Noah Briles will.” 
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Thanks to these probate records on Ancestry, I was able to locate Noah’s probate file and his 
will in a short time while it would have taken Mildred traveling to North Carolina or Salt Lake 


City to read and transcribe the will.

Over 1600 names are in the County Roll 


A Master List Will Be Chosen in Washington, D.C. 
Tuesday to Determine Order in Which Local 
Numbers Will Be Called 


The Courier-Tribune prints today a list of names and numbers important to almost every 
home in Nemaha county. It is the list of men between ages of 21 and 36 who enrolled on 
Wednesday, October 16th, for possible service to their country, and with each man’s name, 
the county serial number which has been drawn for him by the local draft board. 

The arrangement is by number rather than by names because numbers will be the important 
thing next Tuesday, October 29th, when a master list is to be drawn at Washington, D.C. to 
determine the order in which local numbers will be called. President Roosevelt will draw the 


first number. 


The local drawing and listing was completed Tuesday except perhaps for a few straggling 
cards. The board officially posted the list yesterday and sent a copy to state headquarters. The 
Sabetha Herald and Courier-Tribune joined in setting the large amoung of type necessary and 
the list is printed in the two papers. TO avoid running the type to still greater length, a key 
system is sued to abbreviate names of towns. Where two letters make the name of the town 


clear, only two are used. Seneca becomes Se; Sabetha Sa; Corning Co; Centralia Ce; Goff GO; 
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Wetmore We; and Baileyville, Bern, Kelly, Havensville, Soldier, Pawnee, Axtell and other 
points are similarly abbreviated. Oneida and ONaga addresses required the use of Onei and 


Ona. The Nemaha County list follows:

I also 
attached a copy of the source that places Polly Ann in the James and Sarah Evans family. Now 
there are several daughters with similar names in the family. Thus, additional research is 


required on the descendants of James and Sarah Evans.

Evans and Sarah Garret, I need to look at Ancestry’s ThruLines for the 4 DNA tests I manage.

While going back thru James H. Crawford 
records, I re-read an affidavit filed by his daughter, Jennie Hazelton after James’ death. This 


affidavit hints at some of these records.

Thanks to a WikiTree suggestion, I’ve spent about a week cleaning up the information for 
ONE individual in my file: James H. Crawford. Growing up, my grandfather would talk about 
his ‘uncle Jimmy’. According to my grandfather, his ‘uncle Jimmy’ owned farm land south of 
the Arkansas River in Dodge City. As a child, this confused me because my grandfather didn’t 


have an uncle named Jimmy or James. 


However, my grandfather had a great uncle named James H. Crawford. James H Crawford 
was a prominent member of the Dodge City community. As such, his name appears quite 
often in the Dodge City papers. Because I haven’t worked with James’ information for quite 
some time, the sourcing for the newspapers referenced my old handwritten notes. Since many 
of the Dodge City papers have been digitized, I was able to locate almost all of those articles in 


the digital versions of the papers. 


While I was able to update the sourcing for the newspaper articles, I was not able to update 
the sourcing for the deeds. Thus, a trip to Dodge City may be in my future to get copies of at 


least some of James’ deeds. 


While I have lots of information about James H. Crawford in my file, it is hard to document 
the emotional impact that an individual can have on a family. And looking back, James H. 
Crawford had a huge role in the family. My great-great grandfather, Washington Marion 
Crawford, was James’ younger brother. During the civil war, Washington Marion spent time 
in Andersonville. Around 1884, Washington Marion followed James H Crawford to Dodge 
City. With James’ help, Washington Marion Crawford opened a boarding house at 911 Second 
in Dodge. It was this boarding house that provided income for Washington Marion’s widow 
after his death in 1889. 
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James H. Crawford was born on 19 Jun 1834 in Warren 


County, Indiana. 


He lived in Washington Township, Warren County, Indiana in 


1850. 


He lived in Liberty Township, Warren County, Indiana in 
1860. 


James witnessed the probate of William C. Crawford on 16 Nov 


1860 in Warren, Indiana, United States. 


He served in the military Co. F 72nd Regiment Indiana Infantry as scout and assistant wagon 


master between 1861 and 1865. 


On 22 Jun 1865, he was named in the will of his father, Nelson Crawford, in Warren County, 


Indiana. 


James lived Residence Post Office: Williamsport in Washington Township, Warren County, 


Indiana on 22 Jun 1870. 


He was appointed executor of Martha Smith’s estate on 16 Aug 1871 in Warren County, 


Indiana. 


In Feb 1878, he of West Lebanon, Indiana loaded freight for move to Kansas. 


In Feb 1878, James and his wife and six children arrived with the West Lebanon colony in 
Dodge City. 


In May 1879 he was a wheat farmer in Ford County, Kansas. 


In Feb 1880 he purchased a hay press in Dodge City. 
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James lived in Dodge Township, Ford County, Kansas on 9 Jun 1880. 


He filed land entry papers for lots 1 and 2 and the southeast quarter of the northeast quarter 
of section 4 in township 26 south of range 26 west containing 174.16 acres on 20 Nov 1880 in 


Larned, Pawnee County, Kansas. 


He purchased lot 1 and 2 and S1/2 NE 1/4 Sec 37, Twp 27 R25W being 159 90/100 acres for 
$400 from Oliver Marsh on 11 Mar 1882 in Ford County, Kansas. 


On 31 Aug 1882, James was a founding member of the masons in Dodge City. 


He and the other trusteees of the ME church purchased lots 7 & 8 Block 18 for $200 for use 
by the church as place of worship on 11 Oct 1882 in Dodge City.

There is a mistake in the genealogy records. 
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Susan and Nathan were ordained ministers 

Nathan orgained in 1919 Sept. 3 

Susan ordained in 1923 at Clinton, Okla. Feb 17th 


I can’t remember my Grandfather Nathan, but I do my Grandmother Susan. She was a Goldy 
woman and influenced my life, other grandchildren, neighbors & friends. 

She died at age 78 yr after preaching her last sermon at Lamar, Col. Aug 24, 1944. She made 
the statement that she may go to to meet her Lord there in the meeting After her sermon, she 
left the rostrum, sat down, her head fell to one side — She had a stroke and died a few days 
later. The Southside Church of God was established during the latter years of 1920’s. She gave 
most of her money for the purchase of it, also preached one year without pay until they could 
afford a full time minister. 

Her father, G. W. Hatler was a Methodist minister, teacher, Civil War Vet and at one time 
mayer of Baldwin, Kans. They lived at LeRoy, Kans. at one time. 

Near Altoona he established the Hatler school, deed the Hatler Cemetery. His wife (Susan’s 
mother) was the first buried there 1870. Susan and her sister, Lou, were very young at the 


time.

Over 1600 names are in the County Roll 


A Master List Will Be Chosen in Washington, D.C. 
Tuesday to Determine Order in Which Local 
Numbers Will Be Called 


The Courier-Tribune prints today a list of names and numbers important to almost every 
home in Nemaha county. It is the list of men between ages of 21 and 36 who enrolled on 
Wednesday, October 16th, for possible service to their country, and with each man’s name, 
the county serial number which has been drawn for him by the local draft board. 

The arrangement is by number rather than by names because numbers will be the important 
thing next Tuesday, October 29th, when a master list is to be drawn at Washington, D.C. to 
determine the order in which local numbers will be called. President Roosevelt will draw the 


first number. 


The local drawing and listing was completed Tuesday except perhaps for a few straggling 
cards. The board officially posted the list yesterday and sent a copy to state headquarters. The 
Sabetha Herald and Courier-Tribune joined in setting the large amoung of type necessary and 


the list is printed in the two papers. TO avoid runing the type to still greater length, a key 
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system is sued to abbreviate names of towns. Where two letters make the name of the town 
clear, only two are used. Seneca becomes Se; Sabetha Sa; Corning Co; Centralia Ce; Goff GO; 
Wetmore We; and Baileyville, Bern, Kelly, Havensville, Soldier, Pawnee, Axtell and other 
points are similarly abbreviated. Oneida and ONaga addresses required the use of Onei and 
Ona. The Nemaha County list follows:

Do you have a method or process you use when you save a file or even a genealogy source? If 
so, CONGRATULATIONS! Your method or process is obviously working for you — or you 


wouldn't be using it. 


When I first started genealogy, I used my document number to name my files. My document 
numbers were created using the Dollarhide method starting with the surname followed by the 
abbreviation for the state and then a number. While that worked in my early paper research, 


it has not transitioned well into my current process. 


¢ Document number does not identify what is in the document 
¢« Document number does not identify the person or family in the document 
¢« Documents were not attached as images to events in my old software 


Thus, as I started working thru Thomas MacEntee’s Genealogy Do-Over (go-over for me), I 
was also doing more online research and saving images from those online sources. I found 
that I needed a better way to name and organize my files. At first, I used the following 


method: 
surname-given-YearOfEvent-DocumentInfo 


I included the year so that the files would sort by date. I soon found that while my method 
would sort an individual’s record by date, it would not sort a family’s documents by date — 


and I tend to put records for a family in one folder. Thus, I changed my method: 


YearOfDocument-Document Description-Surname-GivenName 
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When I use online newspaper sources, I tend to use the suggested file name and put the year, 
type of document and name in front of the newspaper information. Thus, the file will still sort 
by year and the file name includes the persons name along with the sourcing information for 


the newspaper.

When it comes to naming sources in RootsMagic, I also try to follow a pattern for naming 
those sources. For my work, the date of the source is not the most important. Instead of 
viewing sources by date, I want to view my list of sources by type and then by the state. When 


it comes to census records, I insert the year between the the type of record and the location.

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Silas Dooley

Have you ever just stumbled upon a find for a FAN club member that may contain just the 
clue you need to expand your brick wall research. Well, that’s what happened to me when 

researching Moses Dooley. I consider Moses to be a SUPER FAN member of my Crawford 
FAN club. 


¢ Moses Dooley owned land in Garrard County, Kentucky near the land owned by both 
Mary Crawford and Rebekah Crawford. These three neighboring families likely all went 
to the ‘Old Sugar Creek Meeting House’ on William Miller’s land. 

¢ Moses Dooley is shown on the tax rolls of Barren County, Kentucky owning 200 acres of 
land on the middle fork of the Barren River. 

¢ Moses Dooley is on the tax rolls in Preble County, Ohio by 1816. 


My ancestor, James Crawford, married Sally Duggins in Garrard County, Kentucky in 1799. 
While I need more documentation, I believe my James Crawford was living in Barren County, 
KY in 1803 with 50 acres on the Marrowbone. James Crawford, along with Moses Dooley, 
cast votes in the 1816 election in Preble County, Ohio. Since the migration path for Moses 
Dooley is similar to the migration path for my ancestor, I consider Moses Dooley to be a 
SUPER FAN. 


Thus, when I found an obituary for Moses’ son, Silas that also discusses Moses’ life, I consider 


it a major find. The information about Moses’ life may provide the clues I need to learn more 


about James Crawford’s life and hopefully identify his parents. 


Obituary 
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Dooley — At his residence near Eaton, Ohio, on Sabbath, July 8th, 1877, 
after a painful illness, Silas Dooley, Sr., aged 91 years and 4 months. 

The death of this venerable pioneer is an event which must attract the 
attention of the thoughtful. It seems appropriate to furnish the public with 
a few of the leading incidents of his career. 

Moses Dooley, the father of Silas, with his family emigrated in 1781 from 
Bedford county, Virginia, to Kentucky, a wearisome journey over the 
mountains. His mother carried her youngest child in her arms. On 
account of the barbarities of the Indians, the family for some time lived 
within a fort. Afterwards they settled in Madison Co., Ky., where Silas 
was born, March 8th, 1786. When he was 19 yers of age, in 1805, himself 
and his father and Jacob Railsback came to Ohio in search of permanent 
homes. They stopped at Springdale, Hamilton Co., O., (then called 
Springfield). Silas worked a month for Rev. Jno Thompson, the 
presbyterian minister. The company then travelled northward, Jacob 
Railsback located 160 acres in seven Mile, and Moses Dooley the same 
amount on Paint creek. While his father returned to Kentucky for his 
family, Silas worked a while at John Pottenger’s, at seven Mile. Becoming 
discouraged, he was about to go back to Kentucky, when david E. 
Hendricks hired him to clear six acres of land where Camden now stands. 
The deer were very numerous in the woods, as also were wild turkeys. 
Near the end of 1805 his father took possession of the farm on Paint creek 
and had to worked hard to build a cabin and clear enough ground to raise 
a little corn. A wonderful and total eclipse of the sun took place about 
noon, June 16th, 1806. A few days after this family held at a Thanksgiving 
meeting at James Crawford’s. 

In the spring of 1807 Silas Dooley entered 160 acres of land on Paint 
creek, where he spent all the rest of his life. He was married May 5th, 
1808, to Johannah Westerfield, daughter of Samuel Westerfield, daughter 
of Samuel Westerfield — probably this was the first wedding in Preble 
county, which about the time had been separated form Montgomery 
county. The wedding guests were Cornelius, Katy and Polly Vanausdal — 
Katy afterwards became Mrs. Campbell, and Polly, Mrs Hawkins; Sally 


Curry, wife of Judge Wm. Curry, was also present. Silas’ mother died 
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January 7th, 1819. HIs father died of fever in the winter of 1822, while 
attending a “big meeting” at the house of his son-in-law, Richard Leeson, 
on Walnut Level. William Castor, at the present time perhaps the oldest 
man in Preble county, assisted in bringing the coffin from Silas’ home. His 
wife died much lamented, April 14, 1859. They had seven children, only on 
of who (Silas, Jr.,) services, who lives upon the old place. There are several 
grand-children living; also several great-grand-children. In 1812 he was a 
member of Captain David E. Hendricks’ rifle company, numbering 64 
men. 
The writer became acquainted with this venerable man only during the 
last years of his life. The infirmities of age were pressing heavily upon him 
and he was confined mostly to the house. Notwithstanding great deafness 
he could sing well — he might be styled “the Singing Pilgrim.” He loved the 
songs of Zion and to hear the Bible read — he loved the Savior and His 
people — his whole life was singularly honest and pure — he was never 
contaminated by vice. He was a fine example of a pioneer patiently toiling 
to make a home and always living in it. He never was possessed by greed 
for gain. He never held any office, yet he to the last had an intelligent 
understanding of his duties as a citizen, and took pains to vote at the last 
Presidential election. 
How many changes have occurred in the world and in the United States 
durin the ninety-one years he lived. We will mention some of the great 
events n our own country. Silas Dooley was old when the Federal 
Constitution was adopted in 1787; he was three years old when 
Washington was elected president. The population of the United States 
was, at his birth about three millions; now it is forty millions. Then the 
population was just beginning to cross the Alleghany mountains and; not 
it extends tot he Pacific ocean. Then there were thirteen States; now there 
are thirty-eight. Then the great practical intentions were unknown, now 
the numerous applications of steam, the telegraph, the power printing 
press and many machines in various departments of industry were 
unknown. 
The funeral services of Silas Dooley were held Monday, 3 p.m., July 9th, 
The friends gathered at the house, and then proceeded to the Friendship 
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Church, where a funeral sermon was preached by the writer form 1 cr 
15.58. “Therefore, my beloved brethren, be ye steadfast, unmovable, 
always abounding the work of the Lord; for as much as ye know that your 
labor is not in vain in the Lord.” Notwithstanding it was harvest time, a 
large number of persons were present, among whom were Job Jefferson 
and Judge William Curry. The remains of Silas Dooley were laid to rest 
among his kindred, and await a happy resurrection at the coming of the 
Lord. 
The statements made in the foregoing obituary were drawn from an 
article in the Eaton Register, Feb. 20th, 1873, and also from conversations 
with William Castor and Judge Curry, and form personal knowledge.

Is the word ‘homework’ part of your daily vocabulary? Perhaps as a student or parent one may 


deal with homework on a regular basis. However, as a retiree, I haven’t considered myself 


having homework. 


During my working years, I attended quite a few education related conferences . When I 
would come home from many of those conferences, I would spend the next week or so 
investigating and often implementing something I learned at the conference. Thus, one might 
say I was doing ‘homework’ as a result of attending that conference. I can even remember 
some of that homework: building a Moodle server over spring break or setting up Google for 


Education accounts. 
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During my working years, I occasionally attended genealogy conferences. While I learned a 
lot from these conferences, I don’t remember coming home from a conference and 
implementing what I learned. In other words, I don’t remember doing any ‘homework’ for 


those conferences. 


A speaker at RootsTech 2023 reminded attendees that we should be doing homework. In 
Diahan Southard’s DNA Shared Matches — the only DNA Tool You Will Ever Need, she even 
‘assigned’ homework. And that homework involved re-doing my dots! Wanting to know more 
about the process of re-doing my dots, I watched the RootsTech session multiple times and 


her ‘AncestryNDA’s Dot System: An Introduction’ video.

I’m also watching her “The 5 steps to Organizing Your DNA in 2023‘ presentation on Legacy 


Family Tree Webinars to learn more about this process. 
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While I’m not sure I’ve re-done my homework ‘correctly’, I have redone a lot of them — at 
least TWICE. 


It took re-watching the webinar several times to figure out who gets multiple colors, but I 
think I finally understand it enough to continue modifying my dots. (Note: it is about 29 


minutes into the presentation when the ‘layers’ of colors is discussed.) 


I’ve also come to the conclusion that the dots need RE-DONE for each genealogy puzzle one is 


trying to solve. My ‘spotlight question’ is as follows: 


Verify my connection to James Crawford and find more descendants to help 


me. 


Since James Crawford is my 4th great grandfather, I will need to use several levels of 


ThruLines to filter out shared matches that are NOT thru this Crawford line. 


Based on my understanding of how to apply these dots, whatever color I give to second cousin 
shared matches will be given to all of the ancestral lines for that couple. To help me visualize 
the process, I named my dots based on the cousin level and the couple and assigned them a 


color.

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Am I Irish?

Do you live in the United States? If so, do you know where your ancestors lived prior to 
migrating to the United States? I live in a community where a large portion of the population 
can trace their ancestry back to Germany. These immigrant ancestors migrated to the U.S. 
between about 1860 and 1920. While everyone might pretend to be Irish today, most of my 
neighbors likely don’t have any Irish ancestry. 


When asked where my ancestors came from, I will often jokingly respond, Kentucky. That’s 
because several of my lines become brick walls in Kentucky. While I haven’t sought out 


immigration records, I do know some of the country origins for a few of my ancestors.

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So, brother1 has a tiny bit of Irish ancestry and my mother has slightly more Irish ancestry.

A Master List Will Be Chosen in Washington, D.C. 
Tuesday to Determine Order in Which Local 
Numbers Will Be Called 


The Courier-Tribune prints today a list of names and numbers important to almost every 
home in Nemaha county. It is the list of men between ages of 21 and 36 who enrolled on 
Wednesday, October 16th, for possible service to their country, and with each man’s name, 
the county serial number which has been drawn for him by the local draft board. 

The arrangement is by number rather than by names because numbers will be the important 
thing next Tuesday, October 29th, when a master list is to be drawn at Washington, D.C. to 
determine the order in which local numbers will be called. President Roosevelt will draw the 


first number. 


The local drawing and listing was completed Tuesday except perhaps for a few straggling 
cards. The board officially posted the list yesterday and sent a copy to state headquarters. The 
Sabetha Herald and Courier-Tribune joined in setting the large amoung of type necessary and 


the list is printed in the two papers. TO avoid runing the type to still greater length, a key 
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system is sued to abbreviate names of towns. Where two letters make the name of the town 
clear, only two are used. Seneca becomes Se; Sabetha Sa; Corning Co; Centralia Ce; Goff GO; 
Wetmore We; and Baileyville, Bern, Kelly, Havensville, Soldier, Pawnee, Axtell and other 
points are similarly abbreviated. Oneida and ONaga addresses required the use of Onei and 
Ona. The Nemaha County list follows:

This is a photocopy of a letter from Robert L. Bland of Weston, West Virginia to Judge W. T. 
Bland of Kansas City, Missouri. The letter is dated July 1911. The body of the letter concerns 
the BLAND family in England. 
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At the end of the letter is a note addressed to Mrs. Lillie Brown of St. Joseph, Missouri. This 


note gives some information on the BLAND family in Virginia, Kentucky and Missouri.

Dear Will; 


Referring futher to your letter of June 24th,and the letter addressed to you by Hon. James H. 
H ull,under date of June 23rd. 

I beg to suggest that I do-not incline to look with favor upon the suggestion that there is an 
estate in Germany ,in which the Blands are interested. Of course I know nothing about the 
facts are circumstances upon which Mr. Hull bases his conclusions. 


I do know ,however, that the Bland family is pure English. 


In 1826,Nicholas Carlisle published a very comprehensive work which he called “A History of 
the Ancient family of Blands”,and dedicated it to his friend, Michael Bland, Esquire, F.R.S., 
F.S.A. etc. This book was limited at the time of publication to an edition of one hundres.SO far 
as I have ever been able to ascertain there are but three in the United States. One is in the 
congressional library at Washington, another is owned by John Randolph Bland of Baltimore, 
ant the third I have. 


It is regarded as an accepted authority in relation to the Bland pedigree. The author does the 
family credit to say that it is of very high antiquity and may not hesitate to compare the 


virtues and renown of it’s several branches with those of the proudest gentry of the kingdom. 


The Bland family derives it’s name from the original seat, a place called Bland, in the Parish of 
Sedburgh, Yorkshire. 


In 1337, a branch of the line of Sedburgh settled at Gibard, in the Parish of Orton, 
Westmoreland. 

Edward Bland of Burghfield, a younger branch of the Gibard, family died at the time of 
Edward IV, and from him descended Rogder Bland, of Orton, who had Adam Bland, of 
London, Sergant Skinner to Queen Elizabeth, married about 1549 Joan daubhter of William 
Atkyna Bland. 
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Thedorick Bland, the immigrant of Westover, Virginia, is a descendant of said Adam Bland, 
Prior to coming to America, he was a merchant at St.Luca, Spain, but came to Virginia about 
the year 1654,and settled as Westover on the James River, in Charles City County. He was one 
of the Kings council “and of as good repute for circumstances, and understanding as any man 


of his time therein”. 


The family of Bland by the marriage of Samuel Bland, Esquire, to Elizabeth third daughter of 
Sir Edward Longueville, Bart, was intitled to a fellowship in All Soul’s College, Oxford, by 
virtue of their consanguinity to Arch Bishop Chichele, the founder .-Stemmata 


Chicheleana,No354,Page 55. 


Carlisle in referring to the family of Blands observes that few families of private gentry had 
spread more widely are flourished farier than this well allied house. But several stout 
branches ‘, he proceeds “: have perished like the original stock whilst some trace their blood 
without hereditary possessions . Of the younger sons, who were slenderly provided for by life 
annuities and small monied portions ,it may be difficult to connect there descendants , 
though all must be presumed to bare a distant kindred to the old family tree, who have the 


honor to have the name”. 


It is possible that some of the Blands may have settled in Germany, and that Barbar Bland, 


may have inter-married with Louis Fisher. 


I have been able to trace them in the principality of Wales and Kingdom of Ireland, and have 


had very extensive correspondence with persons bearing the name in this country. 


I confess, however, my inability to establish any connection with the family of Louis Fisher, 


and Barbara Bland his wife. 


The name Barbara Bland is occasionally found in the study of the History of the English 
Family. 


You have perhaps knowledge of Nathaniel Bland, LLD, the second son of the very Reverend 
James Bland. Dean of Ardfort. Who was an eminent civilian and held the metropitan seal 
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,and sat as judge in the prerogative Court at Dublin. 


Francis Christopher Bland, of Derryquinn Castle, was a near kinsman of Nathanial Bland. 


He married in 1797,Lucy third daughter of Arthur Herbert , of Brusterfield, his second wife 
was Barbara Ash. 

It is possible she may have survived her husband and married Louis Fisher, but at this point I 
observe that Louis Fisher, and Barbara Bland, his wife, are supposed to have come to 


Culpepper, Virginia, between 1728,and 1832. 


Then there was Henry Bland, of the city of London, whose will bore date July 11th,1726,and 
was proved on the third of January 1729.Whereby he gave to his wife ,Barbara Bland, certain 
property. This Barbara Bland, may have inter-married with Louis Fisher. 

I might continue in this way to mention members of the family who bore the name of 
Barbara. I think,however,that the Blands of Weston Missouri,who are interested in this estate 
would porbably make most headway by commencing their investigation at Culpepper 


Virginia. 


If I can be of any service you need not hesitate to call upon me. 


I am rather interested in the fact that there is a man by the name of Bland who bears my own 
initials residing at Weston Missouri. I should like to know more about him, and his family 


line.

e Surnames — Searching DNA match list for a surname does not necessarily mean a 
biological relationship with that match. 

¢ Dots — indicate a biological relationship 

¢ Dots indicate that my colonial tree has places where different ancestral lines cross 


For example, my paternal grandfather’s line is Crawford-Foster while my paternal 
grandmother’s line is Currey-Burke. If I search my DNA list for 3C Crawford Foster and 3C 
Currey Burke, I get a long list of matches that have dots for both sides. 
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Some of these matches have the Chenoweth surname in their tree, which I recognize from my 
FOSTER research. However, these dots indicate that I need to also look for a Chenoweth

Based on the fact that no deed has been found placing my James Crawford ancestor in Barren 
County, it has been assumed by researchers of both James Crawford lines that the James 
Crawford mentioned in Rebecca Crawford’s deed to sell her land and in the Sellers marriage 
records is the James Crawford that married Martha Knight. Thus, most trees show James 
Crawford (wife Martha), Mary Crawford and Sarah Crawford as the children of Rebekah 
Crawford and her likely husband John Crawford. This leaves my James Crawford (wife Sally 


Duggins) with unknown parents. 


However, I have quite a few DNA matches to the descendants of William and James Sellers. 
While working with the dots, I was curious about how these Sellers matches fit in my tree. 
Thus, I decided to experiment with my tree and ThruLines. I added my James Crawford to the 
family of Rebekah Crawford and removed the James Crawford that married Martha Knight 
and waited. Now that it has been about a week since making the change, I looked at the 
ThruLines and discovered that my SELLERS matches have been placed in a ThruLines for 
Rebekah (Douglas) Crawford.

When I checked the SELLERS matches, none of them have a dot assigned. Looking at their 
shared matches, I did see quite a few green dots, which represent my CRAWFORD line. 
However, when I looked more closely about those dots for the shared matches, I found that 


the green dots were for my CRAWFORD-FOSTER and FOSTER-OSTRANDER couples.

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IF these SELLERS matches were to connect to my CRAWFORD family, I should have found a 
CRAWFORD-SMITH dot for the shared matches. Since the shared matches have the 
FOSTER-OSTRANDER dot, it is more likely that my relationship with these SELLERS 
families is thru an ancestor in my FOSTER or OSTRANDER lines. 


Before working with these shared matches dots, I have suspected a relationship between 
these SELLERS families and my CRAWFORD family. Now I have disproven this suspicion. 
Thus, our original linking of the SELLERS families to James and Martha Crawford is more 
probable. I just need to find one of their descendants to use the dots on their matches to see 
what is found. And I need to disconnect my CRAWFORD line from John and Rebekah 
Crawford.

Over 1600 names are in the County Roll 


A Master List Will Be Chosen in Washington, D.C. 
Tuesday to Determine Order in Which Local 
Numbers Will Be Called 


The Courier-Tribune prints today a list of names and numbers important to almost every 
home in Nemaha county. It is the list of men between ages of 21 and 36 who enrolled on 
Wednesday, October 16th, for possible service to their country, and with each man’s name, 
the county serial number which has been drawn for him by the local draft board. 

The arrangement is by number rather than by names because numbers will be the important 
thing next Tuesday, October 29th, when a master list is to be drawn at Washington, D.C. to 
determine the order in which local numbers will be called. President Roosevelt will draw the 


first number. 


The local drawing and listing was completed Tuesday except perhaps for a few straggling 
cards. The board officially posted the list yesterday and sent a copy to state headquarters. The 
Sabetha Herald and Courier-Tribune joined in setting the large amoung of type necessary and 
the list is printed in the two papers. TO avoid runing the type to still greater length, a key 
system is sued to abbreviate names of towns. Where two letters make the name of the town 
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clear, only two are used. Seneca becomes Se; Sabetha Sa; Corning Co; Centralia Ce; Goff GO; 
Wetmore We; and Baileyville, Bern, Kelly, Havensville, Soldier, Pawnee, Axtell and other 
points are similarly abbreviated. Oneida and ONaga addresses required the use of Onei and 
Ona. The Nemaha County list follows:

How many working women do you have in your family tree? While some might disagree, I 
consider all of my female ancestors to be ‘working women’. Today, many argue that being a 


‘housewife’ should be classified as a job. Any many, including myself, would agree that there 
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is a lot of work involved in keeping a house and raising a family. Thus, when one steps back in 
time to periods without many of our modern conveniences, my female ancestors worked even 
though they often did not receive payment for that work. Since many of my female ancestors 


were also farm wives, they acquired an added workload to help with the farm. 


While most of my female ancestors did not receive payment for their work, I have a few that 


not only maintained a home but helped support the family financially. 


¢ Roberta Crawford — For most of my childhood, my mother worked. City directories from 
Dodge City indicate that she worked as a stenographer for the Medical Center in 1958. 
When we moved to Lincoln, Nebraska, my mother’s full time job in a medical center was 
the primary source of income for the family since my dad had returned to college to work 
toward his doctorate degree. From Lincoln, we moved to Emporia where my mother 
took a short break from work. However, she returned to work joining the medical 
records staff at St. Mary’s Hospital. In 1973, she completed the requirements for 
certification as an Accredited Record Technician. In 1974, she was named as the director 
of the Medical Records department at St. Mary’s Hospital.

e Winnie Currey Crawford — My grandmother ‘left’ a children’s home to go to work in 
North Kansas City around the age of 13. She and her sister, Mary, lived with a cousin 
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near where they worked. By the age of 16, Winnie was living in Dodge City, where she 
met and married my grandfather, Leon Crawford. During World War II, my 
grandmother became the operator of a ‘boarding house’. She rented out rooms to the 
wives of the pilots who were stationed at the Army air field to the West of Dodge City. 
Between 1953 and 1958, Winnie was employed by the Eckles Department Store in 
downtown Dodge City. Since Winnie and Leon lived close to the junior college in Dodge 
City, Winnie again turned her home into a boarding house during the school year, 
renting out rooms to male college students. 

¢ Pauline Mentzer Briles — After the death of her husband in 1958, Pauline took on 
babysitting jobs to support herself. 

e Mary Foster Crawford — Like my grandmother, Pauline, my great great grandmother 
Mary Foster Crawford found that she needed to support herself and her youngest son 
after the death of her husband in 1889. Thanks to the support of her brother-in-law, 
James H. Crawford, Mary Crawford was the owner of a boarding house at 911 Second in 
Dodge City. This house is the same one that her grandson’s wife, Winnie, would later live 
in when renting out rooms to college students.

William is thought to be the 
son of John Thompson and Sarah Iglehart while Polly Ann Evans is believed to be the 
daughter of James Evans and Sally Garret. I’m still collecting documentation linking William 
and Polly Ann to their respective parents. However, Ancestry’s ThruLines supports this

can locate documentation linking Jacob Thompson or Rhoda Evans to parents or siblings, I’m 
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forced to consider the possibility that Jacob Thompson and Rhoda Evans are not related to

Do you have DNA matches that don’t seem to fit anywhere in your tree? I recently wrote 
about my Sellers Mystery Cluster. About the same time, Blaine Bettinger wrote about 


Unlinked Family Clusters. 


After reading (and re-reading) his blog, I think my SELLERS cluster might be an ‘unlinked 


family cluster.’ On Ancestry, my potential cluster can be identified in several ways. 


e ThruLines descendants of Sarah Crawford Sellers and Mary Crawford Sellers — 28 
matches 
e Shared matches with descendants of Sarah Crawford Sellers and Mary Crawford Sellers 
— 126 matches 
e DNA Matches with SELLERS in tree (NOTE: This does not guarantee they have 
SELLERS ancestry) 
© 107 matches identified on my PATERNAL side 
o 86 matches identified on my MATERNAL side 
o 33 matches that are still UNASSIGNED 


For the purpose of identifying this ‘Unlinked Family Cluster’, ’m going to use those DNA 
matches that I was able to ‘trick’ Ancestry ThruLines into identifying. (To ‘trick’ Ancestry, I 
attached Rebekah Douglass Crawford as the mother of my ancestor, James Crawford. Since 
many people have Rebekah identified as the mother of Mary Crawford Sellers and Sarah 
Crawford Sellers, the ThruLines algorithm identified the descendants of Mary and Sarah in 
my list of DNA matches.) Thus, the 28 DNA matches I’ve identified all have trees going back 
to either Mary Crawford Sellers or Sarah Crawford Sellers.

So, does this cluster of 28 DNA matches meet Bettinger’s criteria for an unlinked family 


cluster? 


¢ Forms a cluster — Descendants of Rebekah Crawford 
¢ No Recent Ancestry — These are all ‘distant cousins’ with no known connection to my 
tree 
¢ No close matches — The shared cM ranges between 7 cM and 20 cM which means there 
is a risk of this being a ‘pile up’ region and not unique to any SELLERS connection. 
¢ Large number of matches — 28 in the ThruLines cluster with even more when 
considering shared matches 
e Same ancestral family — descendants of sisters Mary and Sarah Crawford 
¢ Not in my tree — 
o I don’t have any known SELLERS ancestor. 
o Current research of Rebekah Douglas Crawford supports her being the mother of 
the James Crawford who married Martha Knight and NOT of my ancestor James 
Crawford who married Martha Duggins 


Now that I’ve identified this cluster, I need to figure out how we connect. 


All of my paper research of the families of Mary Crawford Sellers and her sister Sarah 
Crawford Sellers suggests a potential link to my CRAWFORD line. However, my recent 
assigning of colored dots to my Ancestry DNA matches, suggests these SELLERS matches do 
NOT connect thru the CRAWFORD side of the tree. When I look at shared matches, I find 


matches assigned to both my paternal side and my maternal side. 
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When it comes to ‘doing genealogy’ with this cluster, I have already done research on the 
descendants of Rebekah Crawford and shared that research in my Ancestry tree. I have also 


researched the descendants of my 3rd great grandparents. So far, none of that research has 
revealed a tie with any of my SELLERS matches. 


To move forward, I need to 


¢ Identify this cluster on GedMatch and MyHeritage. 
e Continue researching my ancestral lines. 
e Continue identifying descendants of my 5th great grandparents. 


e Identify locations and time periods where I can find both my maternal and paternal 
lines. 


Contact these various matches to work together to find our biological connection. 
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Oregon Trail

Do you have an ancestor that followed the trail to Oregon? While I have an ancestor who 
seems to disappear around the time of the gold rush (1849), I haven’t been able to prove he 
did indeed venture west. However, I have several collateral lines that followed the trail to both 


Oregon and California. 


One of those lines is my THOMPSON line. Jacob Thompson, son of John and Sarah (Iglehart) 
Thompson migrated from Indiana to Iowa and then on to Oregon. Jacob and his wife Rhoda 
were married in Warwick county, Indiana in 1844. By 1850, they are living in Wapello county, 


Iowa. Eight years later (1858), they are found in Linn county, Oregon. 


According to the WikiTree Freepage, Jacob Thompson and his family were part of an 1852 
wagon train that travelled from Wapello County, Iowa to Oregon. After reaching Oregon, 
Jacob Thompson homesteaded land. While the image of the original patent is not currently 


available online, the First Landowners database shows the location of Jacob’s land. 
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While the Wikitree page lists one set of names that migrated from Wapello county, Iowa to 


Oregon, there is a Find a Grave site, 1852 Wapello Wagon Train Members, that lists another 
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set of names. A Google search turns up a document from 2011 that provides more information 
about the Wagons from Wapello. The fall 2010 issue of Northwest Trails contains the article, 
Who Was David R. Koonz? that identifies several families that migrated from Wapello county 
with David Koontz. None of these sources list Jacob Thompson or Richard Evans as members 


of the 1852 Wapello wagon train. 


While it is possible that there were two wagon trains from Wapello county in 1852, land 


records show Martin Koontz owning land adjacent to Jacob Thompson and near Richard 


Evans. 


Further research will be required to determine whether the Jacob Thompson family ventured 


west in the same train as the Koontz family. 


Addendum: In my copy of the book that indexes Oregon-California trail diaries and letters 
called Platte River Road Narratives, I found more information about the Edward J. Allen 
letters mentioned in the Northwest Trails article. According to the book, Edward J. Allen’s 
letters were published in the Pittsburg Daily Dispatch. Unfortunately no publication date is 


given. 
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Thus, I searched Newspapers.com to see what I could discover. My first search for “Edward 
Allen” did uncover quite few hits for “Edward Jay Allen”. But those hits were for a younger 
person living in Pennsylvania. When I searched for “Letters from the Oregon Trail”, I found 


an obituary for Col. Edward Allen published in the Pittsburgh Post in Dec 1915. This obituary 
identifies Col. Allen as the author of the letters claiming,

Since my newspaper search wasn’t uncovering the letters, I turned to Google and hit the 
jackpot. A digital copy of the “Letters from the Oregon Trail” is part of the Harvey Allen 
papers in the University of Pittsburgh Digital Collections.

Today’s find is another article in the notebook of Briles / Rush materials given to me by the 


late Mildred Barby. It is a photocopy of a clipping that likely came from a Kansas newspaper.

Ernest Briles the Honoree As Kansas Editor of Year 


Ernest Austin “Ernie” Briles, publisher of the Stafford Courier, today was 
named Kansas Editor of the Year. 

The citation was made to Briles at a luncheon in the Kansas Union at 
Kansas University, in connection with the William Allen White Day 
activities. 

Briles, 77, has been a newsman in Stafford County for 54 years since 
buying the Stafford County Republican, and consolidating it with its rival, 
the Courier, two years later. 

He served six years in the Kansas House of Representatives, eight years in 
the state senate and for nearly nine years was chairman of the State 
Board of Social Welfare. He’s also a two-term mayor of Stafford. 

John Conrad, editor of the Kiowa County Signal in Greensburg, made the 
announcement address at the award luncheon. He said Kansas ranked 
nearly last among the states in mental health programs when Briles 
began his service as chairman of the social welfare board. After eight 
years, Kansas ranked first. 

“Tt was the greatest satisfaction of my life,” Briles said of his experience as 
chairman. 
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“If I have accomplished anything worthwhile for my fellow men,” Briles 
said in accepting the White award, “it has been in that field (government) 
rather than as editor. It is somewhat embarrassing to say this under these 
circumstances,” he added, “but I believe it to be the truth.” 
Conrad, citing Briles’ service to his community and to the profession called 
him “a great Kansas editor in the full sense of the William Allen White 
tradition. 
“Tell it like it is, they say today, but that is old hat to Ernie Briles, who has 
followed the beacon of absolute truth for all his 77 years. 
“He is completely friendly and open — concealing nothing — and the truth 
has made him free. It has made him, too, a venerated editor of the White 
tradition.” 
Accepting, Briles said: 
“My desire has been to publish a good newspaper but never have I 
believed I could turn the world upside down with anything I might write.” 
He said the first responsibility of a newspaper is “to publish the news of its 
own community. The short news items of the smaller newspapers may 
draw the scorn or contempt of the nationally known reporters, but they 
mean something to the home folks.” 
Briles is a native of Coffey County and was born at Crandall, a town 
which no longer exists. He attended Campbell College at Holton, taught at 
Winchester High School in Jefferson County and served as an Army 
teacher in the Philippines for two years before going into the newspaper 
business in Stafford County. 
Last year’s recipient of the award was Herbert A. Meyer Jr., of the 
Independence Reporter. 
The first recipient, in 1954, was the late Charles M. Harger of the Abilene 
Reflector — Chronicle. Subsequent winners: 
The late Will T. Beck, Holton Recorder, 1955; the late Fred W. Brinkerhoff, 
Pittsburg Headlight and Sun, 1856; Rolla A. Clymer, El Dorado Times, 
1957; the late Angelo Scott, Iola Register, 1858; Dolph Simons, Lawrence 
Journal-World, 1959; Oscar S. Stauffer, Stauffer Publications in Topeka, 
1960; Marcellus M. Murdock, Wichita Eagle and Beacon, 1961. 
Daniel R. Anthony III, Leavenworth Times, 1962; Clyde Reed, Parsons 
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Sun, 1963; Whitley Austin, Salina Journal, 1964; the late Drew 
McLaughlin Miami Publishing CO., Paola, 1965; Roy F. Bailey, former 


editor of the Salina Journal, 1966, and Mrs. Frank Boyd of Mankato, 1967. 
No award was made in 1968.
